
Jordan, Supes 
Support U.S. Senate 
Gay Employment Bill

Mayor Frank Jordan last 
week signed a resolution passed 
unanimously on Monday, July 
18 by the Board of Supervisors 
that supports a federal gay job 
rights measure now under con¬ 
sideration by the U.S. Senate. 

The bill is the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act of 
1994, recently introduced in 
Congress by Senators Ted 
Kennedy, D-Mass and John 
Chaffee, R-RI. 

“It’s hard to believe that we 
don’t have a federal law that 
would protect citizens from 
being fired for being lesbian or 
gay,” Jordan said. “This law 
will fill a huge gap in human 
rights legislation.” 

In addition to signing the res¬ 


olution introduced by 
Supervisor Angela Alioto and 
co-sponsored by every member 
of the Board of Supervisors, 
Jordan also sent Kennedy a let¬ 
ter supporting the bill. 

“I believe 
that San 
Francisco 
has demon¬ 
strated that 
equal rights 
are a bene¬ 
fit, not a 
burden to all 
of society. I 
hope your 
colleagues 
will see that this legislation is 
both wise and right and pass it 
into law without delay,” Jordan 
wrote. ▼

Rapists Tell Male Victim They ‘Hated 
Faggots and Wanted To Prove A Lesson’ 

Horror in Ringold Alley

San Francisco police are investigating the brutal kidnap and 
rape of a gay man at gunpoint in a pre-dawn assault on Monday, 
June 18 that began South of Market in Ringold Alley near Ninth 
Street. 

The victim, whose name is being withheld, reports that he 
was drugged in the vicious attack that lasted almost ten hours 
before he was released by his assailants. 

Following the rape, the victim was treated for his injuries and 
for the prevention of a variety of sexually transmitted diseases at 
San Francisco General Hospital’s Rape Treatment Center. 

The 35 year old gay man will later seek HIV testing and 
counseling for the trauma caused by the sexual assault. 

Because the gay man was forced into his assailant’s van and 
had a blanket thrown over his head, he is unable to identify the 
perpetrators or the location to which he was driven and raped. 

“It happened around 3:30 a.m. on Sunday morning after the 
bars closed. I was a little tipsy and wanted to get some fresh air,” 
the victim told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The man decided to walk down Ringold Alley, a popular gay 
South of Market cruising area where gay men on foot often hook 
up with other gay men who are either strolling or driving through 
the narrow alley or cruising from parked cars. 

As the victim neared Ninth Street, he noticed a van parked on 
the street, and a Latino male on the passenger side. 

“I looked in and he pointed a gun at my head and said, ‘Get 
in the van, faggot, or I’ll kill you,”’ he recounted. 

As the side door to the van opened, the victim says that he 
was pulled into the van, a blanket was thrown over his head, and 
the van drove off. 

“A man reached over and pulled me in. He put a gun to my 
head and told me to be still or they’d kill me. Someone put a 
heavy blanket like a camping blanket over my head. I don’t 
know where we went, but they took me to a place that I believe

Feinstein Votes for 
Helms’s Latest Homophobia 

...But Barbara Boxer Stands by Gay Community

California’s two U. S. Senators, 
Barbara Boxer and Dianne Feinstein, 
took opposite sides when voting on an 
important anti-gay amendment pro¬ 
posed Tuesday, July 19 by Senator 
Jesse Helms. 

Boxer voted against the Helms 
amendment, aligning herself with 
leading civil rights supporters Ted 
Kennedy, Daniel Patrick Moynihan 
and Claiborne Pell, but Feinstein 
failed to take that opportunity. 
Instead, she abandoned her gay and 
lesbian constituents and voted with 


Helms, Strom Thurmond, and Bob 
Dole. 

The amendment passed 92-8, 
Boxer’s office reported. 

The amendment was offered to the 
nearly $68 billion Agricultural 
Appropriations bill by Senator Helms, 
the born-again Republican from 
North Carolina. The amendment gave 
him the opportunity to rail - again - 
against the so called “homosexual 
agenda.” 

The elderly homophobe went on at 
great length, spewing his now-famil-

Voters To Decide on 
Domestic Partner Benefits

City workers will be able to designate their 
domestic partners as beneficiaries of their retire¬ 
ment benefits under a proposed amendment to the 
city charter that goes before voters in November. 
The issue has been raised before, but this fall will 
be the first time the matter goes to a public vote. 

The measure is needed, according to its spon¬ 
sors, Supervisors Susan Leal and Carole Migden, 
to place lesbian, gay, and unmarried hetoerosexu- 
al domestic partners on equal footing with married 
city employees. 

If approved by voters, the legislation would 
affect an estimated six percent of the city’s 25,000 
employees and cost an estimated $1 million a year 
on an annual basis, Controller Ed Harrington told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

“The costs are amortized over many years,” 
said Migden. “What’s more important is that it’s 
an issue of fairness and equity and I call on the 
members of the lesbian and gay community to 
educate the electorate and rally support.” 

‘This is really a matter of fairness,” agreed 
Leal. “In some cases people have paid into the 
system for many years. Their spouses should be 
able to get it just like any other city employees.” 

To conform to the rules for spouses of married 
city workers, domestic partners of city employees 
must have been named as beneficiary at least one 
year before the worker retired or dies. The amend¬ 
ment would also require that the surviving domes¬ 
tic partner receive the health benefits coverage 
now provided to surviving spouses, according to 
Daisy Gordon, a Migden aide. 

Although Migden said she doubted there 
would be much opposition to the proposed 
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Supervisor Susan Leal 


amendment, domestic partners legislation in 1990 
was opposed by Roman Catholic Arbishop John 
Quinn and religious fundamentalists. 

That measure was opposed by local funda¬ 
mentalist pastors linked to the Traditional Values 
Coalition, which was later fined for making illegal 
campaign contributions to a group fighting the 
campaign. ▼ 


Porter Departs Spectrum

Veneita Porter, who served for less than a year 
as executive director of Spectrum Center for 
Lesbian, Gay and Bisexual Concerns in Marin 
County, has left that position. 

A written statement from Spectrum’s board of 
directors said “...It was decided that Ms. Porter’s 
continued employment would not further the best 
interests of either party and that an amicable sep¬ 
aration was appropriate.” 

Porter came to Spectrum in San Anselmo last 
September as its second executive director. She 
replaced its founding executive director, the 
Reverend Jane Adams Spahr. 

Under Porter’s direction, the board statement 
said, “Spectrum has come through an important 
period of organizational transition with program 
changes and funding cutbacks.” 

While praising Porter’s hard work, intelli¬ 
gence, and vision. Board Chair Barbara Zoloth 
noted that “recently, both Veneita and the Board 
have become aware of a difference in style and 
direction. The Board feels that it is time to bring 
to Spectrum a person with skills and interests 
more in line with its present needs.” 

The board statement emphasized that “All par¬ 
ties concerned in this decision want it made quite 
clear that Ms. Porter’s departure from Spectrum 
has nothing to do with the recent financial audit 
conducted at the behest of the Marin Community 
Foundation and the County office of AIDS.” 

A spokeswoman for the Marin Community 
Foundation said she would not comment on the 
audit because “it belongs to Spectrum.” She also 
declined to comment on the “resignation,” 
because it was “an internal matter.” 

John Dean Green of the Marin County AIDS 
office told the Bay Area Reporter there had been 
“deficiencies in reporting policies and proce¬ 
dures” at Spectrum. He said the audit revealed “a 
number of problems,” and said these included 
employee compensation, housing allotments, and 
internal controls of cash. Because Spectrum is 
classed as a religious organization. Green said, the 
law allows the organization a little more latitude. 

“That audit had no findings of any impropri¬ 
eties, and most of the recommended changes were 
to policies and procedures which were in place 
before Veneita Porter was hired as the executive 
director,” the board statement said. 

In the Spectrum newsletter dated April, 1994, 
Porter wrote, “My personal vision is constructed

by years of civil rights, gay, lesbian, women’s and 
AIDS activism. These melding agendas have 
given me a foundation of both vision and harsh 
reality. I am a realist with a vision of change and 
reconstruction for our community. As a woman of 
color, I live with the creative tension of fighting 
both homophobia and racism, and the reality that 
those duel agendas do not always share the same 
path. Men and women working together to build a 
united voice in our community is essential. The 
power of diversity can be one of the beauties of 
our movement...Our direction will be progressive, 
perhaps sometimes radical, and it will always be 
in the spirit of change...” 

The B.A.R. also attempted to speak directly 
with Porter but was unable to do so. 

The search for both an interim executive 
director and a new executive director for 
Spectrum has already begun, the board’s state¬ 
ment indicated. T

Armed Robbery in the Castro

An employee of the Subway 
Sandwich Shop located at 2375 
Market Street, at Castro, says a 
robber threatened to kill her 
with a gun he said was hidden in 
his pocket before making off 
with $160 the evening of 
Thursday, July 14. 

According to the clerk who 
was robbed, the thief also said 
he had AIDS and wouldn’t hesi¬ 
tate to somehow infect her with 
the virus unless she turned over 
the cash. 

“He walked in and glanced 
around and handed me a paper 
bag. I thought he had the order 
written down on the bag or 
something. But he said ‘This is 
not a joke, I will kill you unless 
you give me all your money,”’ 
the employee, Amy Buffalo, 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Buffalo, an aspiring artist 
who graduated from high school 
in June, started working at the 
store just two weeks prior to the 
robbery. Ironically, the stick-up 
took place on her first night 
working in the store alone. 

“He had his hand in a pocket 
and said he had a gun. I was 
totally threatened. He could 
have killed me. He said he had 
AIDS and would pass it on if 
necessary,” she told the B.A.R. 

Buffalo said that she was 


very angry that someone would 
exploit the tragedy of AIDS dur¬ 
ing a hold up. 

‘That redly made me mad,” 
she said. “People with AIDS are 
suffering so badly and have 
become outcasts as they are 
dying. And he felt he could use 
it as a weapon against me. That 
wasn’t right.” 

The robber got $160 in the 
incident - and the young clerk 
got a serious case of worked 
nerves, including some night¬ 
mares about the incident. 

“At first I had nightmares, 
but I’ve gotten over them. It 
could have happened to any¬ 
one,” she said. 

San Francisco Police Patrol 
Special Officers responded to 
the call for assistance within 
two minutes, Buffalo told the 
B.A.R. 

“I was really surprised. I was 
very freaked out. I was going 
into shock. They helped a lot to 


calm me down,” she said. 

Two weeks later, it’s almost 
back to business as usual for 
Buffalo - who has no intention 
of quitting her post. 

“I figure I might as well just 
stick it out. After all, he could 
have killed me. It doesn’t bother 
me now,” she said. 

The robber escaped down 
Market Street, according to 
SFPD Patrol Special Officer A1 
Stancombe. 

Stancombe and another offi¬ 
cer were on their routine beat 
patrol in the area when they 
heard the call over their police 
radios and responded immedi¬ 
ately. The armed robbery is now 
under investigation by the San 
Francisco Police Department 
Robbery Bureau. 

The suspect is described as a 
35-year-old white male, with 
brown hair and brown eyes, 
wearing a black leather jacket 
and a calico golfer’s hat. ▼ 
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The Subway Sandwich Shop on Market at Castro was the site 
of an alleged armed robbery July 14. 


Gay SFGH 
Shrink Busted 
For Attempted 
Murder

A University of California at 
San Francisco General Hospital 
psychiatrist is in jail on attempt¬ 
ed murder charges after alleged¬ 
ly stabbing a man who police 
report may have been both his 
patient and boyfriend. 

'Mario Mondelli, the 38- 
year-old victim, remains in crit¬ 
ical but stable condition at San 
Francisco General after being 
stabbed ten times shortly after 
11 p.m. on Monday, July 25. 

Dean Freeman, M.D., a 35- 
year-old psychiatrist and UCSF 
clinical instructor of Psychiatry 
at San Francisco General 
Hospital, is now in custody at 
the Hall of Justice after being 
arrested without incident at the 
scene of the attack. 

According to a police report 
of the incident, Mondelli 
reported that Freeman was giv¬ 
ing him a massage and then 
began striking him without 
provocation with an ax. 

A 20-ounce ax and a four- 
inch knife were recovered from 
the scene. 

Police also confiscated a 
clear plastic bag containing 
what they believe is metham- 
phetamine from the scene of the 
crime as well as numerous pre¬ 
scription vials containing med¬ 
ications prescribed by Freeman 
to Mondelli. 

Police were called to the 
scene by neighbors who heard 
increasingly loud cries and 
frantic fighting in the apart¬ 
ment. 

Freeman was also charged 
with assault with a deadly 
weapon and battery in the inci¬ 
dent and remains in custody at 
County Jail 1 on the charges, 
without bail. T

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New Executive Director 
At The Progressive Way

Gay San Franciscan Jim Shattuck has been 
hired as the new executive director of The 
Progressive Way fund distribution agency, the 
board of directors has announced. 

Shattuck takes the helm during a time of 
growth and development at The Progressive Way, 
often referred to as a “progressive United Way,” 
which is nothing new for him. When he was exec¬ 
utive director of the San Francisco-based organi¬ 
zation Men Overcoming Violence (MOVE), he 
oversaw a 300 percent expansion in the agency’s 
budget. 

“We are very excited by Jim’s joining our 
staff,” said Rick Mockler, board member of The 
Progressive Way. “His background and experi¬ 
ence in organizational and fund development are 
well suited to our needs as an expanding funder of 
social change organizations in the greater Bay 
Area.” 

As director of MOVE, a nationally recognized 
batterer intervention counseling program, 
Shattuck worked closely with city departments, 
battered women’s advocacy organizations, the 
criminal Justice system, and clients. He brings a 
background in community organizing arid educa¬ 
tion, organizational development, and fund-rais¬ 
ing. 

The Progressive Way is a federation of 43 pro¬ 
gressive, social action non-profit organizations 
working together to raise funds from individuals 
through workplace payroll deduction campaigns. 

Since 1987, The Progressive Way has raised 
more than $500,000 to be distributed among its 
member groups. 

Shattuck told the Bay Area Reporter that in the 
early years only $20,000 to $25,000 was raised 
annually, because the organization had trouble 
gaining access to workers. Employers initially 
were loyal to the United Way and were less 
inclined to provide access to The Progressive Way 
and its alternatives for social change and environ¬ 
mental groups. 

The Progressive Way applies 12 percent of 
funds collected to administrative costs, according 
to Shattuck. That compares to about 15 percent at 
United Way. 

“We’re a struggling federation of non-profits,” 
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Jim Shattuck 


said Shattuck, “with mostly volunteer help.” Last 
year The Progressive Way raised $110,000. 

Representing a diverse collection of progres¬ 
sive non-profits from all over the greater Bay Area 
- all the way to Santa Cruz, in fact - The 
Progressive Way offers a social action alternative 
to workers who participate in their annual work¬ 
place giving campaigns. 

Exiting are The Progressive Way’s long time 
co-directors Johanna Brekke-Brownell and 
Katrina Brekke-Miesner. 

“As founding members of The Progressive 
Way, and its first directors, these sisters have 
made a substantial, lasting and positive impact on 
progressive philanthropy in the Bay Area,” a 
spokesperson for the organization said. ▼ 


Activist Sal Accardi Dies at 48 

Memorial Announced for This Evening

Longtime San Jose gay 
leader and businessman Sal 
Accardi died of AIDS-related 
illness on July 21. 

Accardi, 48, was the co¬ 
founder of The Watergarden, one 
of the premiere gay baths in the 
United States, and was a tireless 
champion of gay rights causes. 

Accardi and co-founder 
Alex Mendizabel opened the 
bathhouse in 1977. 

The resort quickly became a 
popular place for gay men in 
the area to meet and socialize in 
a spacious, well-designed, and 
friendly atmosphere. 


The Watergarden was an 
early pioneer in bathhouse STD 
testing and education, and with 
the advent of the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic the establishment took a 
leadership role among gay 
health clubs in advocating HIV 
testing and prevention and safer 
sex education of patrons. 

Accardi played a key role in 
efforts to quell AIDS/bathhouse 
hysteria during the 1980s through 
his involvement with a group of 
independent gay heath club owners. 

Accardi is survived by fami¬ 
ly in Mountain View California 
and Brooklyn, New York, and 
by friends including his ward 
Georgi Andreev, a young 


Russian man he befriended fol¬ 
lowing a 1991 trip to St. 
Petersburg sponsored by the 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Human Rights Commission; 
his friend Susan Moreno of 
Washington; his beloved cat 
Stella; and his longtime com¬ 
panion Rick Moreno. 

A memorial service is 
scheduled for 7 p.m. this 
evening, Thursday, July 28 at 
Lima Family Mortuary, located 
at 710 Willow Street in San 
Jose, California. 

Interment is July 29 at 10 
a.m. at Gates Of Heaven 
Cemetery in Los Altos, 
California. T

The convention keynote 
address will be delivered by the 
Reverend Dr. Jane Adams 
Spahr, a self-described lesbian, 
feminist, and Presbyterian min¬ 
ister who is committed to issues 
of justice for the lesbian and gay 
community. Spahr made nation¬ 
al headlines in 1991 when she 
was called by the Downtown 
United Presbyterian Church in 
Rochester, N. Y. as a co-pastor 
of the church. It was the first 
time a Presbyterian congrega¬ 
tion called an openly lesbian

minister to the pulpit. 
Challenged by several area 
churches, Spahr was eventually 
denied her position by the 
Permanent Judicial Commission 
of the Presbyterian Church, 
USA. She has since become an 
outspoken advocate regarding 
acceptance of gays and lesbians 
within the Presbyterian Church. 

Other major speakers will 
include Mitzi Henderson, 
national president of P-FLAG 
and mother of a gay son; Kevin 
Gogin, director of support ser¬ 
vices for gay, lesbian and bisex¬ 
ual youth for the San Francisco 
Unified School District; Laurie 
McBride, executive director of 
the Lobby for Individual 
Freedom and Equality (LIFE);

Peace on Earth 

The accord that has been reached between Israel and 
Jordan - the country, not the mayor - has given us a much- 
needed boost of optimism. For anyone who missed the news, 
the two nations have agreed to settle their differences without 
bloodshed and to resolve their issues in a manner that is con¬ 
sistent with modem civilization. 

That is an enormous step forward for the people of the 
region, virtually none of whom had the power to make that 
agreement, but all of whom stand to benefit from it. And it is 
an object lesson for the world - a world that has almost for¬ 
gotten how to try to solve problems without resorting to fists 
and worse. 

The basic conflict that divided Israelis and Jordanians 
began, don’t forget, as a religious difference centuries ago. 
Over so much time, typically, the fighting became more 
important than whatever originally instigated it. It took 
courage for the leaders of those countries - who met secretly 
for some time, apparently, but only got the courage to come 
out of the closet about it this week - to stop the butchery. 

The religious convictions held by believers on both sides 
have always been deep and passionate and they are still 
unchanged. The peace agreement doesn’t make anyone on 
either side alter their faith. It just recognizes that bloodshed is 
inappropriate, particularly in the service of God. 

We hope the right wing at home will learn something 
important from this latest peace accord: that religion is, and is 
meant to be, personal. That different does not equal wrong. 
And that in the eyes of man - and, it is said, in the eyes of 
God - blessed are peacemakers. Cursed are the warmongers 
in present-day America who will go down in history as the 
people who worked to make the Midwest a bloodier battle¬ 
ground than the Mideast. 

Speaking of Jordan, we would like to thank and congratu¬ 
late all the city supervisors and Jordan - the mayor, not the 
country - for promptly contacting the Senate in Washington 
in support of Ted Kennedy’s gay employment rights bill. 
Once again San Francisco has taken the lead in defending 
civil rights for all. 

Our city government may not be perfect, but it’s good 
enough that we’d rather live here than anywhere else on 
Earth. 

Kudos also to California’s junior Senator Barbara Boxer, 
and her seven colleagues in that supposedly august body, who 
voted against Jesse “Smoking Is Good; Love Is Bad’’ Helms’s 
homophobic amendment to the Agriculture Appropriations 
Bill last week. 

For the record, the complete list of those Senators who 
stood up for full equality of all citizens is as follows:

They need to know 
they can be gay and agricultural workers, and that freedom 
isn’t reserved for people who live in a cradle of liberty like 
San Francisco.

Young Queers Ready for Action

y the time we’re 30, one-third of young 
gay and bisexual men in San Francisco 
will be HIV-positive. 

This epidemic is in our hands now: 
seroprevalence will be nearly as high 
for us as it is for the gay men a generation ahead of 
us who became infected unknowingly. Like them, 
we just might spend much of the next decade bury¬ 
ing our friends. 

The forces that have perpetuated this epidemic 
are still taking their toll. We are the next casualties 
of societal homophobia and homo-hatred, which 
keeps gay-positive sex education out of our 
schools and contributes to a queer teenage suicide 
rate that is three times the national average. We are 
the ones ignored by a government that, 14 years 
into the epidemic, releases a national HIV educa¬ 
tion TV campaign targeting young adults with no 
ads featuring openly gay characters. We are the 
ones forgotten by a gay community so racked by 
its own grief that it neglects to foster its next lead¬ 
ers. 

This abuse has gone on long enough. We have 
learned not to assume that government, agency, 
and community leaders have our best interests at 
heart. Young gay and bisexual men are organizing 
and taking action to protect ourselves. There are 
ways you can help. 

Stop stereotyping us as giddy, drug-crazed, 
apathetic fools driven by overactive hormones 
and deluded by a “sense of invincibility.” We’ve 
been putting up with enough bullshit from society 
and our parents; we don’t need more of it when we 
come out into a gay community we hoped would 
embrace and support us. Like most people affected 
by HIV, we make sexual choices out of love, fear. 


confusion, and desire. Like most people dealing 
with this epidemic, we’re doing the best we can. 

Stop insinuating that we’re stupid for getting 
infected when “the education is already out 
there.” A lot of us got infected because AIDS edu¬ 
cation didn’t reach us when we were scared and 
closeted and just beginning to have sex. A lot of us 
got infected because some older gay men didn’t 
care enough to use condoms when they were fuck¬ 
ing us. 

Take responsibility for each other. Our sur¬ 
vival as a healthy community depends on our abil¬ 
ity not just to protect each other from infection, but 
to help each other — younger and older — to with¬ 
stand the pain and fear of this epidemic. 

Show us that you care. Tower Records on 
Market Street recently started showing a video 
aimed at boosting young men’s self-esteem on 
their in-store TV monitors and stuffing safe sex 
action flyers into bags with customers’ CDs. It’s 
just one example of a concrete community action 
that supports us as we fight HIV. Think about what 
you can do. 

Make some noise. BOY -i- BOY, a direct action 
group dedicated to fighting AIDS among gay/bi 
men, protested doddering AIDS Czar Kristine 
Gebbie at a SF appearance in June. A few weeks 
later, amid a chorus of voices raised in protest, she 
resigned, opening the door for national leadership 
that actually responds to young queer men. Action 
does create change. 

Work with us. We all know what it’s like to 
deal with sex in the midst of this epidemic. We all 
know what it’s like to be young. Pick one of the 
many things you can do to help us stop AIDS: Use 
a condom. Encourage a friend to be safe. Support 
prevention activities for young queers. Get 
involved. Young people - the future of our com¬ 
munity - are worth it. T

Primarily Encouraged 

After traveling to New York City for Gay 
Games and Stonewall 25, plus political activities 
and the just-completed San Diego Gay Pride 
weekend, I’m finally getting to respond to Karen 
Ocamb’s commentary on John Duran’s unsuccess¬ 
ful campaign for the State Assembly. 

Everything Ocamb had to say contributed to 
that campaign’s failure. Additionally, John was 
running against several opponents who had proven 
records of dependable support for issues important 
to gays and lesbians. Unfortunately, John was “just 
another pretty face.” 

I think there’s another underlying fact of politi¬ 
cal life. Voters, in general, seem to feel less threat¬ 
ened by lesbians than they do by gay men. This is 
particularly true of non-gay male voters. 

We should be anything but discouraged by the 
primary election results: Our two best hopes both 
won by comfortable margins. Tony Miller, who is 
running for Secretary of State, and Sheila James 
Kuehl, who is running for the 41st State Assembly 
District seat are both poised to make history. 

Voters should, by now, be reasonably well 
acquainted with the name and superb qualifica¬ 
tions of Acting Secretary of State Tony Miller, but 
fewer are acquainted with the name and qualifica¬ 
tions of Sheila Kuehl. 

Kuehl is known and well-liked by millions of 
TV-watchers as the younger daughter on Trouble 
with Father, and later, as Zelda Gilroy on the 
Dobie Gillis show. 

What most people don’t know is that Sheila 
graduated from UCLA and became assistant dean 
of students there. Later, she attended Harvard Law 
School, where she became the second woman in 
history to win the prestigious Moot Court compe¬ 
tition. After receiving her law degree Sheila 
opened her law practice in L. A., specializing in 
family law and women’s’ rights. She joined the 
faculty of Loyola Law School in 1985, and she has 
also taught at U.C.L.A. and U.S.C. 

In 1989, Sheila co-founded the California 
Women’s’ Law Center and served as its managing 
director until 1993. This pioneering legal center 
works with lawyers, legislators, women’s advo¬ 
cates, and community organizations to provide 
technical assistance on women’s legal issues. 

Sheila has been involved in the drafting of more 
than 40 groundbreaking pieces of legislation. 
She’s served on judicial task forces and numerous 
committees and advisory boards.

Choosing Our Dying 

Another good article by Michael Botkin, this 
time on “Deliverance.” I would like to respond to 
one of his questions and add some thoughts of my 
own on the advisability of each of us tailoring indi¬ 
vidual Advance Directives. 

Our legal and health care industries created the 
present situation simply as a result of our society’s 
extreme fear of death and our Disney-like assump¬ 
tion of perpetual perfect health and physical 
immortality. If illness or death occurs, we are 
taught to immediately wonder “what went wrong” 
rather than being aware that this is just how life is 
for everyone on the planet. 

Who benefits from this fear? The insurance 
industry, high-tech medical diagnostics and inter¬ 
ventions and, more importantly, hospital and drug 
company CEOs, the very people lobbying strong¬ 
ly against a national healthcare plan for fear it 
might upset their lucrative applecart, as a single¬ 
payer system certainly would. 

But the responsibility lies with us, for without 
our avoidance of the subjects of illness and death, 
they would not have the present vacuum of igno¬ 
rance and fear they pretend to be filling. 

The first step is to have some experience with 
what dying and the high-tech interventions that 
can delay dying, by volunteering at a hospice, 
spending time with dying friends and relatives, 
instead of avoiding that situation; reading books 
such as How We Die; looking around and paying 
attention when we visit friends in hospitals, nurs¬ 
ing homes, intensive care units, etc. By noticing 
and learning what is going on. Do we want this 
level of healthcare intervention for ourselves when 
the time comes - and it will come to us all. What 
do we need in our lives to have a sufficient quality 
of life that we would wish to continue living? 
What limitations would make it not worthwhile? 

Do we wish to be alive under any and all cir¬ 
cumstances, regardless of our suffering and state 
of consciousness, or do we have a clear sense of 
when “enough would be enough?” What does 
actually occur when 911 is called? During CPR? 
Past what point would that not be an acceptable 
choice? Similarly for hospitalization, 
ventilators/respirators, surgeries, diagnostic proce¬ 
dures, blood draws, life-prolonging treatments 
whether painful or not, tube feedings and IV fluids 
(see the article “How fluid deprivation affects the 
terminally ill” in RN magazine, January 1991, pp 
73+ for more on this subject). Would you prefer to 
have your pain controlled even if doing so could 
slow your breathing to the point of its ceasing? 
Under what circumstances? What does the time of 
death typically look like anyway? 

When we have a reasonably clear idea of what 
limits we choose to establish for our own living 
and our own acceptable level of health care, we 
need to put our Advance Directives in writing, wit¬ 
nessed, in legal form, establishing a Durable 
Power of Attorney for Health Care and providing 
that willing and knowledgeable person very clear 
written directions on what to do, what to not do, 
what to permit others to do, and what to forbid 
them to do, should we be unable to communicate 
clearly and dependably at the time these directions 
are needed. These directives are not carved in 
stone for all time, and may be changed by our ver¬ 
bal or written direction at a later time, if we wish 
to do so. A Living Will is useful, but it is not 
enough, nor is simply telling our wishes to a 
friend. 

To fail to take these steps is to continue avoid¬ 
ing taking responsibility for ourselves, forcing 
others, perhaps distant family members, to do so 
by their own lights, values, and motives. To take 
them is to assume substantial control over the final 
period of our lives, to liberate our friends from 
much of the moral and legal ambiguity they might 
otherwise experience, and maximize the chances 
that we will die as we wish to die, reflecting and 
expressing those values which we have found most 
important in our lives.

102 Years Before Stonewall 

Karl Heinrich Ulrichs’ 169th birthday will be 
celebrated on August 28. It would be nice if all 
your readers took a few moments to remember he 
is the first known openly gay person to speak and 
write that gay people are healthy in both mind and 
body. 

In 1867 at age 41, before a convention of 500 
jurists assembled in the Grand Hall of the Odeon 
Theater in Munich, Germany, he made a public 


plea for the inalienable rights of gay people, even 
before the word homosexual had been coined. 

Ulrichs spent 18 years producing 12 books on 
gay rights. He legally defended gay people, and 
the Prussian police twice imprisoned him for his 
political views. At age 55 he retired in Italy and 
died in L’Aquila on July 14, 1895.

More on “Faggot” 

Printing responses by editors or writers to criti¬ 
cal letters to the editor is, at best, a tricky proposi¬ 
tion. Unless there are factual inaccuracies in the 
letter that beg to be pointed out, the responder’s 
apparent need to have the last word smacks of sour 
grapes. At the very least, the response should be 
confined to the main arguments raised by the let¬ 
ter. Unfortunately, Dennis Conkin, in his response 
to SF Weekly editor Andrew O’Hehir’s July 7 let¬ 
ter responding to Conkin’s June 30 story on the 
“Hey, Faggot” controversy, utterly fails to do this. 

O’Hehir’s letter focused on the depiction of SF 
Weekly as a “straight newspaper”, which I for one 
believe is the main flaw in the GLAAD-led, 
Conkin-supported attack on the “Savage Love” 
advice column. This description is, at best, incom¬ 
plete. SF Weekly is best described as a progressive 
weekly with a liberal sprinkling of queer opinion. 
They don’t just support our goals and cover our 
stories, they publish our queer voices. While it is 
true that use of the other f-word may incite anti¬ 
queer violence in other contexts, I seriously doubt 
that this is a problem among the more enlightened, 
queer-friendly straight folks who read this fine 
paper. In other words, I think you’re about as like¬ 
ly to find a copy of SF Weekly in a queer-basher’s 
car as you are to find a copy of Mother Jones in a 
Klansman’s pickup. 

If Conkin disagrees with this, fine. But, why 
didn’t he respond to this specific point? Instead, he 
chose to start his response with a off-puttingly sar¬ 
castic “thank you” to O’Hehir for voicing his opin¬ 
ion. He then went on, disingenuously, to first claim 
that he was only printing the opinions of those 
condemning the column, and then to make clear 
that he wholeheartedly agreed. (“Biased” news 
stories are certainly all right in the context of advo¬ 
cacy journalism, but let’s at least be honest about 
it.) Not once did he respond to the narrow labeling 
of the SF Weekly as a “straight newspaper”. Could 
this be because he had no effective opposing argu¬ 
ment? 

If Conkin or anyone else on your staff chooses 
to respond to this letter, I hope it won’t be with a 
tired personal attack condemning me for straying 
from GLAAD orthodoxy. Stick to the specific 
issue, please.

The editor responds: The narrow labeling of the 
SF Weekly is based on the market to which it 
pitches itself: look at the ads, the majority of sto¬ 
ries, and the illustrations that make it clear the 
paper is aimed at a straight audience. Otherwise, 
we agree that adding a sexual orientation to any 
sexless object is dumb. Vito Russo addressed the 
semantic issue by defining a gay film as a film that 
had sex with other films of the same gender. 

We used the word “straight” because it was 
convenient and comprehensible to most of our 
readers, and it saved us from having to use a 
longer phrase like “read by thousands of young 
males of exactly the type and age who could 
become gay bashers.” 

Some SF Weekly readers almost certainly will 
abuse lesbians and gays, unfortunately, and every 
stimulus helps in some way to orient them. To say 
the Weekly - “this fine paper”- or liberals or pro¬ 
gressives have never contributed to homophobia 
is, we believe, more wishful than realistic.

Giants Join AIDS Fight 


an Francisco, the 
city that historical¬ 
ly “knows how,” 
has a major league 
baseball team that 
has become the first in the big 
leagues to join the battle 
against the deadly AIDS epi¬ 
demic. In what the New York 
Times is calling “the boldest, 
and most progressive play of 
the baseball season,” the 
National League Western 
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Division contenders have 
become, in fact, the first major 
professional sports organiza¬ 
tion in the country to stand up 
publicly and be counted in the 
struggle against AIDS. 

This Sunday, July 31, the 
Giants will hold their first 
“Until There’s a Cure Day” at 
Candlestick in a game against 
the Colorado Rockies, with $1 
from every ticket going to Bay 
Area AIDS organizations. 
Proceeds from the sale of the 
Until There’s a Cure bracelets 
and T-shirts will also benefit 
the cause, and fans who pur¬ 
chase a bracelet or T-shirt can 
get their name inscribed on the 
Until There’s a Cure Day wall 
that will become a permanent 
fixture at the park. 

Giants officials told the Bay 
Area Reporter this week that 
they are “hoping to sell out the 
’Stick” this Sunday; numerous 
Bay Area corporations will 
also be taking part in the 
team’s fight against AIDS that 
day. Giants’ players will wear 
the traditional AIDS red ribbon 
on their uniforms, a surprising, 
albeit encouraging, symbol for 
a traditionally glacial sport 
long known for its conservative 
owners and sometimes homo- 
phobic players. The first 
30,000 attendees will receive a 
commemorative pin with the 
AIDS red ribbon encircling the 
Giants logo. 

Many Giant players and 
their wives have actually been 
involved in the fight against 
AIDS for some time. Manager 
Dusty Baker and his 14-year- 
old daughter, Natosha, have 
been part of the Project Open 
Hand food-delivery program 
for homebound AIDS patients 
for several years; outfielder 
Royce Clayton, superstar Barry 
Bonds, and pitcher Rod Beck 
and his wife have also been 
quietly volunteering as well. 

This Sunday - game time is 
1 p.m. - enjoy a day at the 
’Stick as the Giants make a run 
for the pennant and help in the 


war against AIDS at the same 
time. For tickets call (510) 
762-BASS or (408) 998- 
BASS, or get them at the park. 
I will see you there. 

Quote of the Week - Giants 
coach and former star Bobby 
Bonds urging a big crowd for 
Sunday’s game at Candlestick: 
“Important?” Bonds said, 
forming a circle no larger than 
a dime with his thumb and 
forefinger. “What we’re doing 
is this dot. But if you added 
dots in Philadelphia, in 
Colorado, in New York” - he 
spread his fingers to enlarge 
the dot - “the boys in 
Washington will have to start 
doing something.

Just Wandering in Marin

I managed to score myself 
a house-sit in the hills of 
Marin County for the 
month of July. I consider 
it my private, wooded, 
affordable writer’s retreat. My 
girlfriend has been able to 
escape from the city every so 
often to join me, but for the 
most part, I am enjoying this 
change of pace in solitude. 

I don’t know my neighbors 
at all, but if bumper stickers are 
any measure, it’s an eclectic 
group. Everything from 
“America - love it or leave it’’ 
to “Celebrate Diversity.’’ The 
architecture of the homes hints 
of horses, Zen Buddhism, hip¬ 
pies, and hunting. For the most 
part, people wave as I walk the 
dogs through town. I heard a lit¬ 
tle girl call me “Suzy’’ to her 
mother, and her mother said, 
“No, that’s not Suzy, but she 
has short hair like Suzy. I don’t 
know who she is.’’ 

Well, even if they don’t 
know who I am, I do, and I’m 
having fun getting reacquainted 
with parts of myself I haven’t 
seen for a while. 

First of all, I am reminded 
that you don’t know you’re 
stressed until you’re not. My 
fingernails are growing. I don’t 
even have to tell myself not to 
bite them. So, here’s my plug to 
you: do something for yourself. 
However it is you “get away,’’ 
go. It’s refreshing, and we all 
need refreshment. 

Secondly, my lesbianism is 
less noticeable to me. Sure, I 
still admire beauty where I see 
it, I am writing about dykes, 
joining the gay and lesbian con¬ 
ferences on America Online, 
but without culture bombarding 
me with images of who I should 
be - straight or queer - I feel 
more human in my little self¬ 
exile. Perhaps I overdosed on 
gaiety during the Gay Games 
and Stonewall hoopla. Maybe 
it’s post-pride month depres¬ 
sion or just being out of the 
Castro for a while, but it is 
remarkable how in some set¬ 
tings I can feel as if my being 
gay is a non-issue. 

I’m not saying that being 
queer is a non-issue, but it can 


feel that way at times. Not 
everyone judges harshly. The 
cashiers at the general store are 
as friendly to me as the next 
person when I buy groceries. 
The guys working on the house 
next door say “Hi,” no catcalls, 
no slurs, just an everyday greet¬ 
ing. The horseflies don’t ask 
with whom I’m sleeping before 
taking a bite. 

First and foremost 

Am I “passing?” 
Sometimes, perhaps. Other 
times I’ve got on a queer T- 
shirt, so it’s not simply invisi¬ 
bility. Some of my best teachers 
have been my dogs, and this is 
a neighborhood where every¬ 
one has at least one canine in 
the family. Maybe it rubs off on 
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the people out here. I do know 
that not one dog has ever given 
two bones whether I’m butch, 
feitime, bisexual. Democrat, 
Republican or Communist. 
How great it feels to be seen, 
first and foremost, as a human 
being. 

Another lesson: Distances 
grow shorter with familiarity. 
The first time I rode my bike 
around the Nicasio Reservoir, it 
seemed to take all day. But with 
each trip, as I learned the land¬ 
marks, the route seemed to 
grow shorter and shorter. I 
could anticipate the hills with 
the confidence that I’d complet¬ 
ed the climb before and look 
forward to the cruise down. 

The same is true of life’s 
journeys. The first time I came 
out to someone, it took hours - 
of my own mental preparation, 
of waiting for the exact moment 
to spring the news, to process 
each response. It has grown 
easier and easier, not because 
there’s anything that separates 
those I came out to in the begin¬ 
ning from those I come out to 
now. But it’s a familiar road, 
and I know the way. 

However, obstacles appear 
in the most unpredictable 
places. Stop signs loom up in 
the middle of nowhere, deer 
dart into the road, your tire goes 


flat. Neither patience nor kind¬ 
ness guarantees a quick turn¬ 
around on your investments, 
but the odds are better for you if 
you choose to invest kindness 
rather than cruelty. 

No television. How nice it is 
to live without commercials. 
Yesterday, as I sat down to 
write, the alarm two houses 
away started blaring, and blar¬ 
ing, and blaring. On and on 
until I no longer noticed the 
siren. It made me think of the 
way urgency is used in market¬ 
ing: “Buy now,” “Don’t miss 
it,” “Now’s the time.” 

The ease with which I’ve 
learned to turn off my ears is 
remarkable. But so many situa¬ 
tions in our society do need 
immediate attention. So many 
alerts - to fight for reproductive 
rights, to battle injustice, to 
save public schools, to chal¬ 
lenge militarism. How can we 
keep our ears open? How can 
we act to better the world? 

Any system is only as strong 
as its weakest joint, illustrated 
by the watering system here. 
Too much pressure and a joint 
blows. Water fails to reach its 
destination. So much waste 
when the process is undermined 
by one weak link. No wonder 
it’s so difficult to build a move¬ 
ment, to run a nonprofit, to gov¬ 
ern. 

The corollary to this I 
learned from the dogs: some 
disasters can be prevented. 
After they cool off in the sprin¬ 
klers, dogs will shake - it’s just 
a matter of time. Letting them 
in before they’ve done their 
shaking is inviting wet walls. 
Anticipate. Play safe. 

Basking in the luxury of 
having time to write, I have 
rediscovered the difference 
between writing an essay for 
publication and a story for the 
simple satisfaction of writing. 
So often when I sit down to 
write a column, I feel like I 
have to have my path well- 
marked ahead of time. Sure, 
along the way I make discover¬ 
ies, writing clarifies my 
thoughts, but I never just leap 
off an opening line with no 
sense of where I’m headed, not 
they way I did today. T 
Next lesson: Never say never.

WE GIVE GOOD HEAD 


Chinese Medicine/AIDS 
Conference Provides a 
Wealth of Information

The second international conference to explore 
the role of Traditional Chinese Medicine in the 
treatment of HIV and AIDS was held last week¬ 
end, July 22-24 at San Francisco State University. 

The conference, entitled HIV/AIDS and 
Chinese Medicine, featured more than 30 expert 
speakers from such locales as China, Africa, 
Australia, England, and North and South America. 
They shared recent finds on treating HIV/AIDS 
with acupuncture, ancient herbs and Qi-Gong, 
gentle body movements that lead to better circula¬ 
tion of energy. 

On Friday evening, the conference started with 
a report on how HIV/AIDS has plagued Africa in 
biblical proportions. The speaker, Monty Berman, 
Ph.D., ended his talk on a positive note. Berman 
talked about how the people of the new South 
Africa have united together to battle HIV/AIDS. 
Berman, a South African and member of 
England’s Traditional Acupuncture Society, was 
exiled by the former South African government 
for his opposition to apartheid. 

“We [South Africans] ask for your help and 
will use the methods of our Chinese comrades [to 
help our people] enshrined in our new constitution 
in respect to race, color, creed, and sexual orienta¬ 
tion,’’ said Berman. 

The second presentation featured Dr. Misha 
Cohen, clinical director of the Quan Yin Healing 
Arts Center in San Francisco. Cohen presented a 
fascinating theory on the role of the spleen and 
immunity. 

“Replication [of HIV virus] takes place first in 
the lymph nodes within the stomach and spleen,’’ 
said Cohen, who later talked about how malnutri¬ 
tion is found in all people with AIDS and revealed 
that malnutrition was a leading cause of immune- 
deficiency syndrome, which includes a loss of 
energy and the inability to exercise. Cohen also 
postulated that skin rashes, a common early symp¬ 
tom of AIDS, are caused by insufficient blood due 
to spleen deficiency. Cohen later discussed the 
success she has had with moxabustion treatment, 
during which the root of the moxy plant is pain¬ 
lessly burned on the patient’s stomach. 

The final presentation for that first night fea¬ 
tured Dr. Subhuti Dharmananda. He argued that 
an increase of Chinese herbs will help people with 


HIV - as will walnuts, except that the heavy oil 
content of the nuts make them unhealthy for those 
with chronic diarrhea. Other wonder foods on his 
list included bee pollen as good treatment against 
radiation in treatments for KS. 

The researchers, acupuncturists, and visitors 
met the next morning for a free class on Chi-Gong 
by Sifu Emilio Gonzalez, who has been practicing 
Gung-Fu for over 25 years. The physicians and 
scientists were introduced to gentle warm-ups and 
stretching, followed by simple Chi-Gong forms. 

“After the session, I felt clear-headed and 
refreshed,” said Valarie Goodkin, an acupuncturist 
from Los Angeles. 

Later, the conference featured Angela Shen, of 
Shen’s Healing Arts Center in San Francisco, who 
boldly covered several aspects of the basic theory 
of Chi-Gong therapy for HIV/AIDS. 

Abigail Surasky, one of the country’s youngest 
acupuncturists and Mary Kay Ryan, co-author of 
Treating AIDS with Chinese Medicine [Pacific 
View Press, March 1994] educated the public 
about how a knowledge of socio-economic issues, 
transmission, gender-specific versus non-gender-

FTC Fines Women 
For ‘Imuno-Plex’ Fraud

Two Pacific Northwest 
women have agreed to settle 
Federal Trade Commission 
charges that they falsely touted 
an algae-based food supple¬ 
ment as a cure for HIV disease 
and AIDS. 

Under the proposed settle¬ 
ment, Mary L Redhead of Yelm, 
Washington and Thelma Magno 
of Portland, Oregon will pay 
consumer redress of $9,430 and 
are prohibited from making fur¬ 
ther false or misleading claims 
about the safety and efficacy of 
Imuno-Plex, a food supplement. 

The FTC filed a complaint 
against Redhead and Magno in 
September 1993, charging that 
the defendants claimed the use 
of Imuno-Plex would cure or 
alleviate a variety of AIDS- 
related symptoms including 
oral thrush and Kaposi’s 
Sarcoma lesions. 

The FTC also charged the 
women with claiming that the 
seaweed supplement would 
retard the progress of AIDS 
dementia and arrest or reverse 
the progress of HIV. 


In advertisements promoting 
the product, Magno and 
Redhead claimed that the effec¬ 
tiveness of Imuno-Plex had 
been proven by scientifically 
valid clinical studies. 

Under the consent decree, 
which is not an admission of a 
violation of law by the defen¬ 
dants, Magno is also perma¬ 
nently prohibited from provid¬ 
ing mail services to any person 
or company making false 
claims about Imuno-Plex in the 
future. She is also permanently 
prohibited from marketing any 
drug without first taking rea¬ 
sonable steps to determine the 
truthfulness of safety or effica¬ 
cy of claims made to con¬ 
sumers. 

The supplement was adver¬ 
tised in gay and lesbian period¬ 
icals in New York, San 
Francisco, and other venues, 
according to Seattle-based FTC 
attorney Patricia Hensley. 

The supplement was avail¬ 
able in bulk powder form or in 
one month-supply bottles con¬ 
taining an estimated 200 cap¬ 
sules which were sold for $200, 
Hensley said. 


A Bay Area reader tipped off 
the FTC to the fraudulent 
advertising, and the agency 
launched an investigation, she 
said. 

Magno and Redhead market¬ 
ed the supplement through 
EarthBound, a company they 
set up, and then shipped the 
drug through Post Office and 
More, a private postal mail box 
rental and shipping company in 
Portland owned by Magno. 

As part of the consent settle¬ 
ment, the defendants were also 
required to pay $9,430 - the full 
amount consumers paid for the 
product - in consumer redress 
to the FTC, which will refund 
the money to consumers. 

“Consumer redress is not a 
fine,” Hensley said. “It’s restitu¬ 
tion.” 

The FTC will refund the 
money to consumers who 
ordered the product, a combina¬ 
tion of carbohydrates and 
amino acids. 

The FTC still has cases 
pending against the advertising 
companies that designed the 
ads used to promote the algae 
product, Hensley said. ▼

S.M, AIDS Food Services 
Grow, Get New Chief

With the AIDS-afflicted population in San 
Mateo Country growing ever more rapidly, the 
County AIDS Program is acting to increase ser¬ 
vices in food deliveries, transportation, and finan¬ 
cial assistance. Moving into the recently-created 
job of administering the improved service is 
Sandra Barocio, who will determine how to use 
monies gained through the county’s receipt of 
funds from the Ryan White Act, and supervise a 
staff that will be almost entirely comprised of vol¬ 
unteers. 

The Bay Area Reporter recently interviewed 
the vivacious 42-year-old Barocio in her office 
within the Catholic Charities headquarters in San 
Mateo. Her attitude toward her new job was 
emphatically expressed when she exulted, “I am 
so happy!” Apparently she isn’t alone in her 
enthusiasm: San Mateo County AIDS director 
Gene Copello has pronounced her “quite quali¬ 
fied,” and Colette Hoffman, director of ELLIPSE, 
the county’s privately operated AIDS service 
agency where Barocio formerly served as the food 
distribution administrator, called her work “excel¬ 
lent.” 

Barocio’s first task in her new post will be to 
form the start-up program in food delivery and 
financial assistance, for which she will soon have 
a part time assistant who will also handle intake 
interviews of potential clients to determine their 
medical status and actual needs. Beyond the paid 
staff, there will be a large cadre of volunteers. 
Barocio told the B.A.R. she intends to meet with 
representatives of 25 Catholic churches in this 
area for the purpose of recruiting that volunteer 
band. Although she is most grateful for the 
County AIDS Program’s loan of ten seasoned vol¬ 
unteers, she knows that isn’t enough. 

“I intend to have 300 volunteers in three 
months,” she says with a resolve that is reinforced 
by her own experiences with Catholic Charities 
and the willingness she knows is out there to be 
tapped. 

“The need is always greater” 

On the meeting of client needs, Colette 
Hoffman, ELLIPSE director, stated recently: “For 
years, ELLIPSE has exceeded expectations in 
meeting client needs. We were serving 100 more 
clients than our contract demanded.” 

ELLIPSE had also applied to be the contract¬ 
ing agency for the new program, but according to 
Hoffman, its application was turned down because 
it was 20 minutes late in submitting it. 
Nevertheless, Hoffman is sure that ELLIPSE will 
continue with its own service program within its 
own resources. “The need is always greater than 
any one agency can handle,” she affirmed. 

As if to illustrate that point, Barocio cites the 
growth of patient load that took place in slightly 
more than a week: “On the first day we were open 
here we had ten clients apply; by Day Eight, I 
counted 179.” Already the program has exceeded 
its mandate of 250 unduplicated clients: grocery 
vouchers have been given to more than 60 people; 
groceries themselves have been given to more 
than 70; and transportation vouchers have been 
given to more than 40. 

Another of Barocio’s duties, in addition to the 
administrative ones, is to spur fundraising. She is

confident of success there, too. “Catholic 
Charities’ constant goal,” she avers, “is to help the 
neediest of the needy. I believe I can count on this 
agency to assist beyond the limits of the county’s 
grant money.” 

Barocio’s entry to this work is similar to the 
other education and experience she has undertak¬ 
en in her personal life. The mother of four chil¬ 
dren, she first plunged into new learning when her 
oldest son was found to be retarded. She learned 
all she could of such a condition - out of need. A 
similar path unfolded when another son was diag¬ 
nosed as asthmatic. 

Her own intense desire to be active in the AIDS 
field has grown from her experience with her 
brother, who told her of his HIV-positive status 
when he was diagnosed. The way she found to 
work for his health - and others - for three and a 
half years, was as a volunteer with ELLIPSE. She 
was also employed for one year as a paid staff 
member in charge of a program similar to the one 
she is now heading. 

“And I am still in school,” she says happily, 
adding that she is currently taking a course at the 
College of San Mateo in the problems of handling 
HIV patients with a history of drug and alcohol 
abuse. Also in her education are courses in 
accounting and nutrition. 

On what rewards she expects from her new 
role, Barocio exclaimed, ‘There are so many! I am 
doing something that sounds right, feels right, is 
right!” T 


Catholic Charities 
Expands SF HIV Services 


Catholic Charities is expand¬ 
ing its direct services to people 
with HIV in San Francisco. 

Thanks to a $500,000 grant 
from federal Ryan White CARE 
funds administered through the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, Catholic 
Charities will be able to increase 
significantly its work with indi¬ 
gent San Franciscans who are 
HIV positive. 

“We will now be able to 
offer money management 
and/or representative payee ser¬ 
vices for people who are 
required by Social Security to 


have a payee,” said Bob Nelson, 
manager of Catholic Charities’ 
HIV direct services. ‘These ser¬ 
vices are coupled with housing 
subsidies limited to those who 
are enrolled in the money man¬ 
agement program. 

“Services will be provided 
for 150 new clients this year.” 

The program, which began in 
1985, already serves more than 
160 people each year with 
deposit and rental assistance, and 
hundreds more with financial 
assistance to pay medical bills. 

Joseph Campi, money man¬ 
ager for the past four years for 


Catholic Charities’ Peter Claver 
Community, a 32-bed residen¬ 
tial program for homeless HIV¬ 
positive men and women in San 
Francisco, will assume respon¬ 
sibility for the money manage¬ 
ment aspect of the new pro¬ 
gram. “We are excited that 
Campi will be able to give his 
enthusiasm and experience to 
serve those most in need within 
the epidemic,” Nelson said.

Gay/Lesbian Teen ‘Group Link’ Begins 
But San Francisco Misses the Connection

A pioneering project that begins this 
week will provide gay and lesbian youth 
throughout Los Angeles County with sup¬ 
port through groups that meet weekly - by 
telephone. 

The gay teen telephone groups are part 
of a venture called the Group Link Project, 
which is testing telephone meetings as a 
way for support and education groups to 
function without meeting face-to-face. 
Group Link participants need only call a 
toll-free 800 number at a scheduled time to 
be connected with a group of other gay 
and lesbian teens and peer counselors. 

Pacific Bell made efforts a year ago to 
start a similar program here in the San 
Francisco area, said Dan Theobald, Group 
Link conmiunications director. But, he told 
the B.A.R., both the gay and lesbian youth 
group LYRIC (Lavender Youth Recreation 
and Information Center) and the San 
Francisco Unified School District indicat¬ 
ed they were not interested in running the 
project with Pacific Bell’s backing. 

Ironically, Group Link is managed by 
Community Strategies 2000, a San 
Francisco-based non-profit agency, with 
grants from Pacific Bell and Northern 
Telecom. Similar projects have been estab¬ 
lished in Northern California, including 
persons with AIDS in rural areas, and 
African-American adoptive parents in 
Oakland. 

The Group Link phone project program 
for gay and lesbian youth of Southern 
California is run by the Gay and Lesbian 
Education Commission of the L.A. 


Unified School District, in partnership 
with the Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Center and Community Strategies 20(X). 
Funding has been provided by Pacific Bell 
and Northern Telecom. 

“Gays and lesbians of high school age 
face extraordinary pressures, with statis¬ 
tics showing that these kids make up 30 
percent of all youth suicides,” said Kathy 
J. Gill, director of the school district’s Gay 
and Lesbian Education Commission. “We 
believe telephone support groups will help 
young persons who are isolated geograph¬ 
ically, hesitant about coming out in a face- 
to-face setting, or have no other way to 
meet other young persons dealing with 
similar life issues. 

“Ultimately, we hope the groups will 
augment our ongoing efforts to lower the 
drop-out rate among gay and lesbian high 
schoolers, and to increase student achieve¬ 
ment,” Gill said. 

The telephone support program will 
include a small group dealing with com¬ 
ing-out issues, plus a larger “drop-in” 
group with a more open format. Young 
gays and lesbians can find out about the 
telephone groups through the Project 10 
counseling programs that operate in 30 
Los Angeles high schools, or through the 
Youth Talkline of the Los Angeles Gay and 
Lesbian Center — (213) 993-7475. 

In another progressive pro-gay and les¬ 
bian action by Pacific Bell, Steve Colter, 
area vice president for external affairs, will 
fly to Washington D. C. to testify Friday in 
support of Massachusetts Senator Ted 
Kennedy’s Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act of 1994. T 


Stop AIDS 
Launches Q Action 
for Young Men 

The Stop AIDS Project launched its new “Q Action” media cam¬ 
paign at a press conference this morning, Thursday, July 28. 

Q Action is the new young men’s program of the STOP AIDS pro¬ 
ject, and is the first HIV prevention program in San Francisco to put 
decision-making power and the tools for change in the hands of young 
gay and bisexual men - a population often ignored despite an 
extremely high risk of HIV infection. 

Pedro Zamora, AIDS activist and star of the hit MTV series The 
Real World, joined Dr. Mitch Katz, director of the SF Department of 
Public Health AIDS Office which is funding Q Action; Johnny 
Symons, who will manage the new project; and Quang Dang, Q 
Action activist, who is a Berkeley law student, in making the pitch for 
the innovative new program. 

The press conference to launch the new strategy was at the STOP 
AIDS Project offices at 201 Sanchez at Market, at 10 a.m. complete 
with visual backdrops from the new ad campaign and donated snacks. 

“By the time we turn 30, one-third of young gay and bisexual men 
in San Francisco are projected to be HIV-positive. Q ACTION does 
not accept such grim predictions. We believe we can prevent this 
tragedy through innovative programs which stress community 
involvement, safe sex and direct action,” a spokesman for the program 
said regarding the youth program.

Sacto Assembly Passes Bill to Shield Crybaby Churches

The California State Assembly 
has passed a measure sponsored 
by the Traditional Values 
Coalition (TVC) that increases 
jail time and other penalties for 
protesters who intentionally dis¬ 
rupt religious services. 

The measure is scheduled for 
a hearing before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee in 
early August. 

The bill, introduced by 
Assemblyman Gil Ferguson, R- 
Balboa Island, stems from a 
protest by lesbian and gay 
activists during TVC leader Lou 
Sheldon’s appearance at San 
Francisco’s Hamilton Square 
Baptist Church last September. 

The measure would amend 
state law to increase the maxi¬ 
mum jail sentences upon convic¬ 
tion of the offense, from six 
months to one year in county jail. 

The minimum community 
service required of first offend-

ers sentenced to community ser¬ 
vice as an alternative to impris¬ 
onment would increase from a 
minimum of 50 to a maximum 
of 80 hours, according to the 
provisions of the measure. 

Second offense community 
service penalties would increase 
to 120-160 hours - in addition 
to any fine or imprisonment 

Under Ferguson’s bill, a 
court would also have the dis¬ 
cretion to sentence an offender 
to perform the community ser¬ 
vice where the disturbance of 
religious worship occurred. 

The measure passed the 
Assembly last May by a 64-7 
vote. It sajled through the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
with little opposition in June. 

Legislation against disturb¬ 
ing religious meetings became 
state law in 1872 and was 
amended in 1990, at the request 
of the TVC, to create communi¬ 
ty service requirements. That 


amendment also added a provi¬ 
sion that the religious meeting 
take place at a tax-exempt place 
of worship. 

The measure is opposed on 
constitutional grounds by 
California Attorneys For 
Criminal Justice, according to 
lobbyist Kathy Dreyfus. 

Dreyfus said that allowing 
the religious right to enact spe¬ 
cial legislation benefiting 
churches violates constitutional 
separations of church and state. 
She also said that the measure 
violates the first amendment of 
the U.S. constitution guarantee¬ 
ing free speech rights. 

“If they are going to increase 
penalties for intentionally dis¬ 
rupting a religious assemblage, 
then why not increase it for inten¬ 
tional disturbances of any groups 
- or of health clinics or political 
organizations or religious organi¬ 
zations?’’ Dreyfus asked. 

“Why does society make it 


more heinous for people to disrupt 
a church service? Who are these 
people in our society that they get 
this kind of treatment?’ she asked. 

Following the protest of 
Sheldon’s appearance at the site, 
HSQB leaders charged that 
activists had attempted to deny 
worshippers entrance to the site, 
scratched the wife of a well- 
known local fundamentalist pas¬ 
tor, tossed a patio bench into the 
church fountain, run the 
Rainbow Flag up the church 
flagpole, and stolen a wooden 
address number from the side of 
the church building. 

Although police were present 
at the demonstration, no arrests 
were made at the site. 

However, seven months after 
the protest, alleged participants 
Paul Bernardino and Lee Wildes 
were arrested and charged in 
connection with the disturbance. 

Neither have been arraigned 
on the charges at press time. V 


EYE ON THE RIGHT 


What Freedoms Are 
You Ready to Give Up?

In the 1960s, when new programs and thinking 
ushered in a more liberal agenda in the United 
States, prayer in public schools was challenged, evo¬ 
lution was taught in science classes, and abortion 
laws were overturned with Roe v. Wade. To tradi¬ 
tionalists, uncomfortable with the concept of change, 
society seemed to be falling apart at the seams. 

Concerns about the spread of communism, 
overt homosexuality, “free love,’’ the women’s 
movement, pornography, as well as many other 
signs of the nation moving away from the conser¬ 
vative past into a more liberal era, galvanized tra¬ 
ditionalists into a formidable voting bloc. This 
group has been called the New Right. 

Leaders of the New Right include religious 
activists such as Jerry Falwell, Pat Robertson, 
Randall Terry (head of Operation Rescue) and Gary 
DeMar, who believes there is biblical justification 
to execute homosexuals; sociopolitical activists 
such as Phyllis Schlafly of the Eagle Forum and 
Bob Simmonds of Citizens for Excellence in 
Education (CEE); and political strategists such as 
Paul Weyrich and Richard Vigurie. 

Early in the 1970s Weyrich and Joseph Coors 
joined forces to influence government policies 
toward a radical right position. Toward this end, 
they established the Heritage Foundation in 1973. 
In 1977 they set up the Free Congress Foundation, 
which is the political arm of the Heritage 
Foundation. The Council for National Policy was 
established in 1981 by Tim LaHaye, Nelson 
Bunker Hunt, and Cullen Davis. The three groups 
^rk closely with each other, and many of the same 
people hold positions of importance in each group. 

These people and organizations have had great 
influence in the Reagan/Bush administrations. 
Many of them are former members of the John 
Birch Society or are fellow travelers. The Coalition 
on Revival and its theocratic agenda figures promi¬ 
nently in each grouping. These organizations net¬ 
work with others around the nation to affect 
national policy. Vigurie has used his skills as a 
fundraiser and the power of direct mail to mobilize 
voters and raise capital; Weyrich’s genius for polit¬ 
ical strategy has brought together many factions 
not usually aligned. It was Weyrich who first saw 
the power of abortion as a divisive, emotional 
political tool, and who suggested using the term 
“Moral Majority,’’ originally coined by Howard 
Phillips, to Jerry Falwell. 

In 1976, Weyrich, Vigurie, Phillips, and 
William Rusher went to the American Independent 
Party convention to seek a spot on the national 
ticket for Vigurie. For those who have forgotten, 
the AIP was formed as a vehicle for the George 
Wallace campaign of 1968 and was a coalition of 
KKK, John Birchers, and the Liberty Lobby, a 
racist organization opposed to racial integration. 
Since then, however, the New Right has concen¬ 
trated on getting its candidates into a more 
respectable political party: the GOP. 

More recently, Pat Robertson and Weyrich have 
formed a group called National Empowerment 


Television (NET), which sets up satellite dishes for 
local groups free of charge. The communication 
receivers are used as yet another means to organize 
political workers and voters. Monthly updates on 
the progress of NET are printed in the Free 
Congress Foundation’s newsletter Empowerment. 
Former U.S. Secretary of Education William 
Bennett is the chairman of NET. 

The New Right, both religious and secular, is a 
highly organized political group with many con¬ 
nections. It is well funded by both the wealthy, 
who make the policy, and those of moderate means 
who think they have a stake in the process. With 
political organizers like Weyrich, the New Right 
has made great strides in influencing both public 
and foreign policy. 

Today we are challenged as never before to 
inform ourselves about candidates for public office 
- be it school board, cemetery board, water district, 
or president. We must demand that a candidate 
fully disclose his or her view of the role religion 
should play in government. Litmus tests on narrow 
issues are not good enough. Already stealth candi¬ 
dates have learned how to agree with both sides 
through use of euphemistic phraseology. 

Make no mistake, homosexuals have been select¬ 
ed as the scapegoat group. Falwell, for instance, cir¬ 
culated a propaganda film about gay men to the 
members of the Armed Forces Sub-Committee who 
were considering lifting the ban on gays in the mil¬ 
itary. By Falwell’s own admission, the film is so 
pornographic he could not show it in its entirety; 
eventually it was cut to 30 minutes and shown in 
prime time on Robertson’s Family Channel. 

If the film had been about Jews or African- 
Americans, public outcry would have been deafening. 

The average twentieth century American is most¬ 
ly uneducated about homosexuality, which Falwell 
uses to his advantage as he launches his demagogic 
rhetoric. Like Hitler in the Third Reich, fanning 
prejudice and mistrust of Jews as a means of manip¬ 
ulating the German people. New Righters use 
images to marginalize their scapegoats. The same 
bible that was used to justify slavery and persecu¬ 
tion of Jews is now being used to justify attacks on 
lesbians and gays. Should we, in the present day, 
overlook this kind of fear mongering? Dare we? 

As a matter of survival, we must learn to rate can¬ 
didates on a wide variety of issues pertaining to inclu¬ 
sive civil rights, rather ±an exclusionary agendas. 

We must ask ourselves what freedoms we are 
willing to give up to placate biblical “reconstruc- 
tionists” for whom the bottom line is a bible-based 
legal system that will eventually become an anti¬ 
democratic theocracy. And if the answer is that we 
will not give any of our freedoms away, the next 
question is this: how hard are we willing to fight in 
order to keep them?

Conflictin 
Bills Both

Marijuana as herbal medicine may soon 
become a reality in California, and optimistic sup¬ 
porters are hoping “As California goes, so goes 
the nation.” 

John Entwistle, a volunteer with Americans for 
Compassionate Use, says Senate Bill 1364, legal¬ 
izing medical marijuana by prescription, has 
passed the California Senate, has gained the 
approval of the Assembly Health Committee (11- 
2) with one vote to spare, and will likely pass the 
Assembly in early to mid-August. 

The bill was authored by Senator Milton 
Marks, D-SF., who has also shepherded it through 
the intricate legislative process. 

Entwistle is also a member of the County Drug 
Abuse Advisory Board, which specifically 
endorsed the legislation, he said. 

If SB 1364 is approved by the Assembly as 
anticipated, it will then go to Governor Pete 
Wilson. The measure has enjoyed consistent 
bipartisan support, Entwistle noted. 

Supporters of the measure feel that if it 
becomes law in California, appropriate federal 
legislation of a similar nature will follow. 

Cannabis activist Dennis Peron, director of 
Americans for Compassionate Use, told the 
B.A.R. he is also hopeful the state bill will become 
law. Seven California counties have officially 
endorsed it, as have the California Nurses 
Association, Senior Citizens Legislative Council, 
AIDS Project Los Angeles, AIDS Action Network 
Sacramento, and the Harvey Milk Gay/Lesbian 
Democratic Club in the city. 

Language in SB 1364 says “It is uncon¬ 
scionable not to help those chronically, incurably, 
or terminally ill who should be able to lawfully 
obtain a drug which has been found in various 
studies to ease that suffering. 

“Marijuana should be treated as a Schedule II 
controlled substance, so that doctors may pre¬ 
scribe and pharmacists may dispense marijuana to 
those ... patients in order to treat the pain and 
other symptoms associated with chronic, incur¬ 
able, or terminal diseases.” 

Dale Gieringer, California coordinator for 
NORML (National Organization for the Reform 
of Marijuana Laws) is betting his stash the gover¬ 
nor will veto the Marks bill. “It will be vetoed,” he 
told the B.A.R. “I’d bet my money on it.” 

Why? “Because he [Wilson] hasn’t done any¬ 
thing right yet,” Gieringer said. He cited the gov¬ 
ernor’s “Smoke a Joint, Lose Your Driver’s

License” legislation as an example of Wilson’s 
anti-cannabis thinking. California is the only state 
west of Texas that has not yet specifically refused 
to go along with the proposal first passed by the 
Bush administration. 

Under the terms of the “Smoke a Joint...” pro¬ 
posal, approved by the California State Assembly 
in June, any person convicted of any drug crime, 
whether driving-related or not, would be faced 
with a mandatory six-month driver’s license sus¬ 
pension. Gieringer says the policy will cost tax¬ 
payers millions while sending “the wrong mes¬ 
sage: it punishes harmless, off-the-road use of 
marijuana more harshly than drunkenness or reck¬ 
less driving, when the evidence argues for the 
opposite policy.” 

In February, a poll conducted by the British 
Medical Association revealed that 70 percent of 
British doctors support marijuana’s medicinal use, 
according to information provided by Marks’ 
office. 

Public support across the nation runs as high as 
80 percent in favor of reclassifying marijuana in 
order to permit its medical use. T

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Gay San Franciscans Recognized

It’s almost like a children’s 
fable: the turtle and the giraffe 
meet and fell in love, move in 
together, set a good example - 
by actions and not words - and 
then win an important environ¬ 
mental award for clean living. 
But in this case it isn’t fiction; it 
really happened, and of course it 
happened here in San Francisco. 

The turtle, as longtime 
friends jokingly call him, is the 
diminutive Peter Tannen, 5’ 6” 
tall. Perhaps it was the turtle- 
type helmet he wears riding his 
bicycle to and from work each 
day that earned him his nick¬ 
name; no one seems completely 
sure. The reason for the 
“giraffe” moniker for David 
Strachan, Tannen’s lover and 
companion for more than 16 
years, is more obvious: he is 
indeed giraffe-like at 6’ 10”. 
Despite his awesome stature, 
however, he pleads, “I’m a gen¬ 
tle giant.” 

Tannen and Strachan, two 


openly gay men who have spent 
the best years of their adult lives 
together, were honored recently 
as 1994 Clean Air Champions 
by the Bay Area Air Quality 
Management District. The 
awards were sponsored by a 
consortium of Bay Area clean- 
air advocates to recognize the 
contributions of individuals who 
- in their everyday efforts - 
improve air quality in the Bay 
Area. The San Francisco couple 
exemplify how ordinary citizens 
can make a difference in air 
quality. Many people talk a lot 
about air pollution, the prolifer¬ 
ation of garbage and a diminish¬ 
ing quality of life, but few actu¬ 
ally do anything about it. If 
there is such a thing as a “gay 
lifestyle,” the turtle and the 
giraffe embody the most posi¬ 
tive aspects of it. Among their 
accomplishments: with the San 
Francisco League of Urban 
Gardeners (SLUG), Strachan 
helped create community gar¬ 
dens, and with the Friends of the 
Urban Forest, he spearheaded a 
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tree-planting project in the 
neighborhood. Together they 
organized a Sierra Club work 
day to help establish the AIDS 
Memorial Grove in Golden Gate 
Park. 

There were 70 nominations 
for the 1994 Clean Air awards 
and five winners. As a couple, 
they were one of the five. 

Common values 

“As a gay couple with differ¬ 
ent temperaments and styles, we 
share common values around 
environmental issues,” Strachan 
told the Bay Area Reporter , 
“and we’re trying to create a 
healthier planet, not just for our¬ 
selves but for our neighbors - 
many a vegetable has been 
passed over the back fence.” 

Tannen, a former mechanical 
engineer and transit planner, is 
the first-ever bicycle coordina¬ 
tor for the City and County of 
San Francisco. He practices 
what he preaches, using a bike 
to get most everywhere. If the 
bike can’t do it, he walks or 
takes public transportation. 
Eighteen years ago, when 
Strachan found it necessary to 
buy a truck for his gardening 
business, he bought a 1965 Ford 
pickup and has put only 26,000 
miles on it during that time. 

He admits there are risks 
involved in bicycling around the 
city - but says “once you get 
used to it, it’s relatively safe.” 
As for rude bicyclists and rude 
motorists, he says, “It’s a fact of 
urban life in our culture. I’ve 
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seen rude bicyclists, rude auto 
drivers, and rude pedestrians.” 
He adds there are considerate 
people of all types out there too. 

He says his job “is pretty 
much to do things to improve 
things for bicyclists in San 
Francisco.” This includes estab¬ 
lishing bicycle commute routes, 
installing bicycle racks, over¬ 
seeing development of a city¬ 
wide bicycle plan, and generally 
trying to make the city more 
bicycle-friendly. 

Tannen told the B.A.R. that a 
consulting firm is currently 
doing a comprehensive bicycle 
plan for the city, and a public 
meeting will be held in 
September for public input. 
Bicyclists who want to be heard 
can call or leave a message for 
Tannen at 554-2351. Bicycling 
has become more popular than 
ever in the Bay Area, Tannen 
said, due to the increasing popu¬ 
larity of the mountain bike, 
which is the best equipped to 
tackle the area’s majestic - and 
exhausting - hills. 

Together, the turtle and the 
giraffe take vacations and day 
trips using public transportation 
- they even decided to forego 
building a pollution-producing 
fireplace in their home, in favor 
of a vacation through Canada by 
train. To ensure their commit¬ 
ment to the environment contin¬ 
ues throughout the years, they 
have specified that some of their 
assets be used for an endowed 
fund for an environmental pro¬ 
ject. 

Recycled beauty 

Walk into the fine old mani¬ 
cured home Tannen and 
Strachan share near Dolores 
Park and the impression is 
“Wow!” The two have built an 


astounding collection of turtle 
and giraffe bric-a-brac and 
memorabilia, much of it in the 
strictly hilarious category, lov¬ 
ingly displayed with aged wood 
furniture. 

But another look at that 
handsome antique furniture 
reveals that much of it was cre¬ 
ated by innovative recycling and 
the touch of a master who loves 
to work with wood: Strachan is 
skilled at building ornamental 
fireplace mantles and similar 
Victorian woodwork, having 
worked as an apprentice mill¬ 
wright with San Francisco 
Victorian from 1979 to 1984. He 
then operated his own gardening 
business for nine years before 
going into semi-retirement, at 
which time he set about the 
transformation of the backyard 
of their home from barren con¬ 
crete to lush edible landscape. 
By now, both their home and 
backyard are filled with magnif¬ 
icent plants that, like much of 
their furniture, was rescued 
from people who had grown 
tired of them or moved on. 

“We don’t buy anything we 
don’t need,” they say - which is 
both a personal creed and a 
practical solution for the 
American waste crisis. They 
recycle what they can, and what 
isn’t commercially recyclable - 
like household and garden 
wastes - gets turned into garden 
compost. “We barely have any¬ 
thing to throw away on garbage 
day,” Strachan told the B.A.R. 
“We actually have to be creative 
to come up with something to 
throw away to get our money’s 
worth. We have to pay $28 
whether we have garbage or 
not.” 

Sunday was the giraffe’s 
birthday. He’ll was 47. The tur¬ 
tle lags behind. He’s only 45. T

iar hatred while attacking “a 
bunch of perverts at the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. ...” 

The B.A.R. obtained the text 
of Helms’ remarks from the 
Congressional Record of July 
19. The stated purpose of 
Helms’ amendment was “to stop 
the waste of taxpayer funds on 
activities by the Department of 
Agriculture to encourage its 
employees or officials to accept 
homosexuality as a legitimate or 
normal lifestyle.” 

A number of government 
agencies including the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture have, 
during the Clinton 
Administration, sought to fol¬ 
low in the enlightened footsteps 
of progressive firms such as 
AT&T and Levi Strauss in dis¬ 
couraging homophobia in the 
workplace, showing that gay

and lesbian people need not be 
fearful of their status, and 
should enjoy equal domestic 
partner benefits and equal 
advancement opportunities. 

But the Helms amendment 


would take the opposite course, 
inserting the following new sec¬ 
tion into the appropriation’s 
measure: 

“None of the funds made 
available under this Act may be 
used to fund, promote, or carry 
out any seminar or program for 
employees of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, or to 
fund any position in the 
Department of Agriculture, the 
purpose of which is to compel, 
instruct, encourage, urge or per¬ 
suade departmental employees 
or officials to: 

“1) recruit on the basis of 
sexual orientation, homosexuals 
for employment with the depart¬ 
ment; or 

“2) embrace, accept, con¬ 
done, or celebrate homosexuali¬ 
ty as a legitimate or normal 
lifestyle.” 

Helms told his fellow sena¬ 
tors, “The pending bill provides 
operating funds for the 
Department of Agriculture and 
its related agencies totaling 
$67.98 billion of the taxpayers’ 
money. I am persuaded that only 
a relatively few Americans 
approve of any of this enormous 
sum being used to conduct sem¬ 
inars or to hire staff or for the 
purpose of making available 
federal facilities and resources 
to persuade - indeed to intimi¬ 
date - federal employees to 
accept homosexuality as a legit¬ 
imate and normal lifestyle. 

“So the purpose ... of the 
pending amendment is to deter¬ 
mine how senators feel about it 
and to give them an opportunity 
to go on record one way or the 
other. 

“...I wish this amendment 
were not necessary. But it is. 
You see, the Clinton 
Administration has launched a 
concerted effort to extend spe¬ 
cial rights to homosexuals in the 
Federal workplace - rights not 
accorded to other groups and 
individuals. ...” 

Helms’ attention was focused 
on an article printed in the April 
27 Wall Street Journal, which 
the North Carolina senator had 
inserted into the Congressional 
Record. 

The article told of Karl 
Mertz, a senior equal employ¬ 
ment opportunity manager with 
the Agricultural Department and 
a former Methodist pastor in 
Mississippi. 

The writer. Max Boot, 
indulges in considerable editori¬ 
alizing in what purpoits to be a 
news story. One example: 
“What he [Mertz] wasn’t pre¬ 
pared for was Agriculture 
Secretary Mike Espy’s gay- 
rights agenda, part of the 
Clintonites’ kowtowing to a key 
group. 

“At a Washington meeting of 
the department’s affirmative- 
action administrators on Feb. 
25, Mr. Mertz listened to a 
report by the head of the 
department’s gay employees 
group. An outline distributed 
by the gay activist during her 
presentation states: ‘Until our 
relationships are recognized 
and respected and benefits are 
available to our partners and 
families, we are not full mem¬ 
bers of Team USDA.’ Top exec¬ 
utives pledged to hold ‘sensi¬ 
tivity training’ to spread this 
message among the ranks and 
to push those who don’t toe the 
line. 

“In other words, homosexual 
employees aren’t just asking to 
be left alone - Mr. Mertz is in 
favor of that. They want other 
employees to actively approve 
of their lifestyle. And Mr. Espy 
is backing the gay rights agenda 
with taxpayer-funded indoctri¬ 
nation courses for the depart- 
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DiFi: “Our Commitment to 
Equality Cannot Be a Passing One” 

Ironically, a few days before she sided with Jesse Helms in his 
homophobic attack on the U.S. Department of Agriculture, Senator 
Feinstein released this statement in support of the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act of 1994 introduced by Senator Edward Kennedy: 

June 23, 1994 

“Today’s introduction of the Employment Non-Discrimination Act 
of 1994, which will prohibit employment discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation, has in a way, been a long journey for me. 

“Twenty-five years ago, I ran for my first elected office as a super¬ 
visor for the City and County of San Francisco. When I did so, I was 
told of the very real problem of job discrimination on the basis of sex¬ 
ual orientation, and the need for anti-discrimination legislation. 

“Well, I won that election, and when I did, one of the first pieces 
of legislation that I authored was an amendment, to San Francisco’s 
Human Rights Ordinance, to prohibit employment discrimination on 
the basis of sex or sexual orientation. Frankly, the legislation lan¬ 
guished in committee for some time. Eventually, as President of the 
Board of Supervisors, I called it out of committee, whereupon it 
passed with strong support. As far as I know, it was the first such leg¬ 
islation in any major jurisdiction in the country. 

“After that ordinance was adopted, and over the years that I 
served as a Supen/isor and Mayor of San Francisco, I came to know 
many gay and lesbian people who excelled in their professions. 
Attorneys, physicians, educators, judges, journalists, airline pilots, 
elected officials, (one of whom is now an assistant secretary in the 
Administration) and business men and women in virtually every 
endeavor. Many of these people broke new ground. And many 
excelled. 

“It is interesting that, on more than one occasion, various people 
remarked to me that they could not have accomplished in their home 
towns, what they were able to accomplish professionally in San 
Francisco. 

“Well, some twenty years later. I’m pleased to report that no busi¬ 
nesses went bankrupt as a result of that ordinance. No employers 
faced hardships. On the contrary, many companies found that the 
principle of hiring and promoting the best-qualified employees, 
based solely on merit, yielded the most productive work force. 

‘That principle which saw its beginning as a ground-breaking 
ordinance in a relatively small West Coast city will, today, be intro¬ 
duced into the United States Senate. Crossing this frontier carries a 
very special significance for me. 

“These are tough economic times for our country. And I believe 
that nobody should be denied opportunity especially during these 
hard times. And I also believe that our society should be denied 
nobody’s contribution. Employment decisions should be based on 
qualifications, and ability, and merit. Not on race, creed, color, dis¬ 
ability, sex, or sexual orientation. 

“I want to commend the distinguished senator from 
Massachusetts. Clearly, a great deal of thought has gone into the 
crafting of this bill. It is simple in its approach. It anticipates legitimate 
concerns, and, I feel addresses them. 

“Simply stated - this legislation prohibits employment discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual orientation. 

“Basically, the legislation follows the approach used in the 
Americans with Disabilities Act, and provides for the same enforce¬ 
ment powers and remedies as provided for by Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. 

“Let us be clear about what this legislation does not do. It does 
not create ‘special rights’ or suggest quotas. On the contrary, the Act 
specifically prohibits preferential treatment or quotas. 

‘The Act does not apply to members of the Armed Forces. 

‘There is an exemption for religious organizations and educa¬ 
tional institutions which are attached to a religious organization. 

“Like the Civil Rights Act of 1964, small employers with less than 
15 employees are not covered by this Act. 

“The Act does not apply to employee benefits for an employee’s 
partner. 

“Finally, there can be no disparate impact claim (requiring 
employers to justify a neutral hiring practice absent any specific evi¬ 
dence of discrimination). 

“This is well-crafted legislation whose time has come. 

“Throughout my public life, I have had a simple vision for society. 
It is one of many different people living together in harmony without 
fear of bias. Also, throughout my public life, gay men and lesbians 
have been among my employees, and served in my administration 
when I was Mayor. I am proud to have seen them grow and move on 
to advance in their respective careers. 

“Our constitution guarantees equal protection. The promise of our 
nation is one of equality and freedom ... of life, liberty, and the pur¬ 
suit of happiness. 

“Our commitment to equality cannot be a passing one, nor can it 
be selective. For too long, in too many parts of our country, too many 
people have suffered the pain of employment discrimination, and 
have been held back. Opportunity has been denied. And often, along 
with that lost opportunity, we have lost the contributions of some of 
our society’s most gifted individuals. For the most part, these are 
losses we will never know. But we can do something to bring those 
losses to an end. We can pass this legislation. 

“I believe that a people, when allowed to be free, will make its 
greatest contribution. That is the vision of America. That is the 
promise for all. That promise is embodied in this legislation.” T 


ment’s workers. ‘I was pushed 
as far as I could go,’ Mr. Mertz 
says. 

“A week later, on March 4, 
Mr. Mertz attended a depart¬ 
mental conference in Biloxi, 
Miss. Afterward, a local TV 
reporter asked him to comment 
on the gay-rights policy. After 
making clear that he was voic¬ 
ing his own views, not the 
department’s, the Christian 
expressed his disapproval of 
homosexuality and said that the 
Agriculture Department should 
be headed ‘toward Camelot, not 
Sodom and Gomorrah.’” 

Later, Mertz was reassigned. 
The reason given was that he 
“had made it difficult for 
employees and managers of the 
agency to accept that you active¬ 
ly support these same [civil 


rights] policies in your official 
assignment.” 

After referring to the 
Journal’s account of the Mertz 
case, the septuagenarian senator 
said, “I shall insist on a roll call 
vote because every American is 
entitled to know where his or 
her Senators stand at the cross¬ 
roads of twisted values. 

“Either senators will waste 
the taxpayers’ money and bow 
down to the wishes of the homo¬ 
sexual lobby, or senators will 
stand up and be counted for 
decency and morality in the 
Federal Government by telling 
the Secretary of Agriculture to 
back up, and take a look at what 
he has already done,” Helms 
concluded.

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Bike AID: A Different Kind of Cycle Run

There are many reasons to 
bicycle across America: for the 
exercise, the scenery, or - in the 
case of cyclist Deborah Mota - 
“the best part is biking down the 
highway and handing out safe 
sex packets to construction 
workers and whoever else we 
meet.” 

Mota is one of 60 riders cur¬ 
rently taking part in a ride 
across America organized by 
Bike Aid, to raise money for 
worldwide AIDS prevention and 
education. Covering an average 
of about 70 miles a day, four 
groups of Bike Aid riders left 
San Francisco, Portland, 
Brownsville and Montreal in 
June and hope to reach 
Washington D.C. by August 19. 
Along the way, they meet with 
local activist and educational 
groups and put on workshops 
about safer sex, AIDS preven¬ 
tion, and needle cleaning. 

But for Mota’s group, which 
started off in Portland, the 
opportunity to do workshops 
has been limited. “We did some 
presentations in an adolescent 
girls group, and a home for the 
mentally ill, but in a lot of the 
small towns in Oregon people 
weren’t responsive to our mes¬ 
sage,” she says. “So most of our 


work is one-on-one with people 
we run into on the road. I wear 
T-shirts with pictures of people 
with AIDS, which 
say things like 
‘Ask me about 
Mary.’ And people 
do.” 

In most 

towns, riders 

meet up with 
mayors, peace 
groups, youth 
groups, alter¬ 
native trans- 
portation 
groups, or 
concerned 
citizens who provide them 
with housing and often food. 
They sleep on the floors of 
churches, gyms, outdoor camps, 
and sometimes people’s homes. 

One day a week is devoted to 
helping out various conununity 
service organizations. Bike Aid 
organizer Joy Jacobson 
explains, “We do anything from 
working in homeless shelters, 
cleaning, painting, cooking - 
whatever the community needs. 
Last year when we passed 
through the floods, riders 
stopped to fill sandbags.” 

This is the eighth year Bike 
Aid has taken to the streets. In 
previous years it has raised 
money and awareness around 


such issues as poverty, world 
hunger, and Native American 
struggles: 1993 was the first 
year AIDS was chosen as a 
focus. This year, the San 
Francisco and 
Brownsville- 
based riders 

focus on AIDS 
education in gen¬ 
eral; the Portland 
group, which is 
made up entirely 
of women, focuses 
on issues of women 
and AIDS; and the 
Montreal group 

focuses on promot¬ 
ing bicycling as alter¬ 
native transportation. 
“Alternative transportation real¬ 
ly is an important issue,” 
Jacobson asserts. “Especially as 
the awareness of bicycling and 
the willingness of drivers to 
share the road with you decreas¬ 
es as you head east.” 

Last year. Bike Aid raised 
$38,000 using a system similar 
to San Francisco’s AIDSWalk, 
where the money comes from 
contributors who sponsor indi¬ 
vidual riders. The organization 
also receives material donations, 
such as rented trucks from Rider 
Truck Rental, Birkenstock 
shoes, and T-shirts from the 
Gap. 

As part of the Overseas 
Development Fund, the money 
Bike Aid raises is given to grass¬ 
roots projects around the world. 
Last year, for example, it gave a 
grant to a music and dance troop 
in Cameroon that does perfor¬ 
mances geared to AIDS educa¬ 
tion. 

Bike Aid also funds The 
Fellowship Ride Program, 
which offers scholarships to 
international riders. This year, 
Fellowship recipients from 
Hong Kong, Japan, Thailand, 
Mexico, Cameroon, and 
Burundi are riding along with 
their American and Canadian 
counterparts. “Having the 
Fellowship riders with us makes 
the whole thing much more of a 
cross-cultural learning experi¬ 
ence,” says Jacobson. “Some 
people in the US don’t even 
know where Burundi is.” 
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Bike-Aid ’93 participants prime their pedais 
to start the next leg of their journey. 
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Bike-Aid cyclists hit the streets of Washington, D.C., at the climax 
of last year’s transcontinental odyssey. 


The riders range from stu¬ 
dents to professionals, long¬ 
time AIDS activists to people 
new to AIDS activism. “It can 
either be a reinvigorating jour¬ 
ney or an introduction to 
activism, but it really is a way 
people can feel empowered and 
confident to do more work,” 
says Jacobson. 

And you don’t have to be an 
experienced rider to join Bike 
Aid, Jacobson adds. But the 
conditions riders have to deal 
with - such as crossing the 


Rockies - aren’t exactly easy. 
“We’ve had some 100 degree 
days and we almost ran into a 
tornado when we entered 
Nebraska,” says Mota. “One of 
our riders had never really rid¬ 
den a bike and started out slow, 
but she’s doing okay. We’ve 
teamed up and really learned a 
lot about biking and handling 
the road.” ▼

GLAAD Chapters Merge For “Strong, Unified Voice”

At July 19 and 20 news con¬ 
ferences in New York and Los 
Angeles, the executive directors 
of the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation’s two 
largest chapters announced a 
merger to form one national 
organization encompassing its 
heretofore loose confederation 
of ten existing chapters. 

The new organization, sim¬ 
ply called GLAAD, will take on 
“new challenges in the post- 
Stonewall era” in fighting for 
fair, accurate, and inclusive rep¬ 
resentations of gay and lesbian 
lives in media and entertain¬ 
ment, according to New York’s 
Ellen Carton and Los Angeles’ 
Lee Werbel. A national search 
will be conducted for a national 
executive director, the positions 
currently held in their respective 
cities by Carton and Wer^l, but 
those power centers will be East 
and West Coast headquarters. 

GLAAD’s initial stab at a 
national organization, 

GLAAD/USA, will dissolve, 
but Donna Redwing, who head¬ 
ed that umbrella group, will stay 
on and open the first field office 
headquarters in her hometown 
of Portland, Oregon. Oregon is 


one of two states - Idaho being 
the other - now facing a 
statewide anti-gay ballot initia¬ 
tive. 

Redwing will also launch an 
aggressive campaign to open 
new chapters in other cities. 
GLAAD hopes to form between 
18-24 new chapters within the 
next year. Currently chapters 
exist in New York, Los Angeles, 
San Francisco, Atlanta, 
Chicago, Dallas, Denver, 
Kansas City, San Diego, and 
Washington, D.C. 

The new infrastructure calls 
for each chapter to have one seat 
on a national board to ensure an 
effective grassroots representa¬ 
tion, while allowing the national 
group “to speak in one strong, 
unified voice.” 

The first national GLAAD 
Board of Directors meeting will 
be held in September, to iron out 
such details as the executive 
director search process, the 
national budget, the setting of 
national priorities and projects, 
mapping out a strategic plan, 
and addressing fundraising 
issues for a budget estimated to 
be around $1.5 million annually. 

Founded in 1985, GLAAD 
chapters have been responsible 
for successfully challenging 


public depictions of lesbians 
and gays in film, video, TV, 
radio, music, print, advertising, 
and other media. GLAAD/LA’s 
annual Media Awards have gone 
from space-available to a 
packed International Ballroom 
at the Beverly Hilton Hotel, 
attended this past year by hon- 
orees NBC Entertainment chief 
Warren Littlefield and TV 
mogul Aaron Spelling, among 
many celebrities. It is hoped that 
upcoming Media Awards will be 
even more sophisticated through 
satellite simulcast between New 
York and Los Angeles, says 
GLAAD/LA board co-chair 
Dean Hansell. 

Additionally some current 
projects will be expanded, says 
Hansell, including pressing for 
inclusion in school textbooks, 
sponsoring national media sem¬ 
inars, and urging the relocation 
of the 1996 Olympics out of 
Cobb County, Georgia for that 
community’s blatant homopho¬ 
bia through defunding of the 
arts. Hollywood Supports and 
its sensitivity training seminars 
for Hollywood insiders will also 
be expanded, as will training, 
monitoring, and pressing adver¬ 
tising agencies to be more inclu¬ 
sive. 


Hansell says GLAAD will 
become more “proactive” by 
expanding its writing project 
that provides editorials and 
columns to local newspapers, 
written by media-savvy gay 
people on current issues. 

“We want to reach out to 
Main Street, USA,” says 
Hansell, “and to really affect the 
media throughout the country.” 


A number of small papers have 
accepted columns. “They recog¬ 
nize we’re filling a void, not 
only on a national scale but 
locally,” Hansell says, and with 
the increased visibility, “the idea 
and need are stronger today than 
ever before. Now we’ll have a 
sophisticated national organiza¬ 
tion that is prepared to respond 
on a national basis.” ▼

Four Arrested in 
Alleged SoCal Gay Bashing

“Without a doubt, he is very lucky to be alive,” 
says Sheriff’s Department spokesperson Deputy 
Larry Mead. “He could very well have been 
killed.” 

The man to whom Mead is referring is Jim Hill, 
a 22-year-old gay man from Lancaster. After being 
called “faggot,” Hill was chased down, beaten, 
then repeatedly hit by a car during an assault on 
Santa Monica Boulevard in West Hollywood 
around 3 a.m. July 24, according to two reports in 
the Los Angeles Times. 

Three 19-year-olds, Jerry Chapa and Jesus 


Betancourt of Montebello and Hector Camacho of 
Los Angeles, were arrested and booked on suspi¬ 
cion of assault with a deadly weapon and civil 
rights violations when they returned to the area and 
were recognized by witnesses two hours after they 
fled the scene. They are being held in lieu of 
$150,000 bail each. A 15-year-old from East Los 
Angeles was also booked and is being held without 
bail in a Juvenile Hall. 

Hill told the Times that he ignored the four sus¬ 
pects when they first approached him, swore at 
him, called him “faggot,” and threatened to kill 
him. The men then drove off, but returned shortly

Radio Activity in San Diego

Listeners have heard enough of radio talk show host Roger 
Hedgecock. Hedgecock, a former mayor of San Diego, regular¬ 
ly uses his KSDO-AM broadcasts to defame lesbians and gays, 
African-Americans, Latino/as, and women. Local activists have 
accused Hedgecock of engaging in “bigoted hate-mongering and 
irresponsible journalism” and violating the radio station’s com- 
rnunity obligations. Because radio stations use a scarce and pub¬ 
licly-owned natural resource — the broadcast spectrum - they are 
licensed by the federal government to “serve the public interest.” 

On his July 7 broadcast, Hedgecock ranted: “My definition of 
homosexuality is a person who has dropped all moral barriers ... 
to descend to a level of utter depravity, to stick their penis into 
the back end of the butt end of another male ... If you made the 
same assertion of your love for a German Shepherd, I would still 
be appalled if you want to stick your penis into his rear end ... 
And what is the next step? If you’re going to go for kids, and 
other guys and dogs?” 

In April, Hedgecock led a campaign to stop Pride Day cele¬ 
brations. “We are looking for 10,0(X) people to completely dwarf 
this so-called ‘Pride’ Parade,” Hedgecock urged his listeners, 
“What is there to be proud of, anyway - that they’ve perpetrated 
the most devastating plague since the Black Death in the 16th 
century.”

Un-Principled Principal 

Also in San Diego - aren’t you glad you don’t live there? - 
classmates responded “Yuck!” and “Eeew!” to a second-grade 
girl who shared a story about her family, which had been caring 
for a gay man with AIDS. Disturbed by the reaction. Oak Park 
Elementary School teacher Toni Wanic invited her own gay son, 
Nick, to the classroom to answer students’ questions. For about 
30 minutes, Nick answered what Wanic described as “wonder¬ 
ful” questions, such as “When did you know you were gay?” and 
“Do all gay people get AIDS?” 

However, two upset parents made a fuss, which resulted in the 
school’s principal, Juel Moore, issuing a reprimand to Wanic. 
The reprimand informed Wanic that she was not allowed to 
“teach alternative lifestyles” in the school district, San Diego 
school district policies, in a section titled “Speakers Prohibited,” 
includes “those expressing philosophies inimical to our accepted 
mores and standards of morality,” Principal Moore interpreted 
this as an injunction against the gay speaker. 

In addition to the reprimand, Moore also demanded that 
Wanic write a letter of apology to her students’ parents. The 
teacher refused. “I was very sure there were some parents of 
those kids who would not object to what happened and in fact 
would probably have been supportive,” Wanic said, ‘The little 
girl who first brought this topic up. I’m sure her parents don’t 
want a letter of apology. And I never wrote it.” 

Since the incident, Moore has refused to write a letter of rec¬ 
ommendation for Wanic, Additionally, Moore has consistently 
failed to return calls to her office.

The character 
says: “I think I read once, in an article by a genetics student, that 
it was not unreasonable to suppose that homosexuality might be 
a mechanism that nature used to weed out defective genes. The 
organism could detect some otherwise unnoticeable genetic 
flaw, and this started a mechanism that caused the hypothalamus 
to remain stunted, causing us to be highly sexual beings but with 
an inability to fixate on the opposite sex. A sort of self-closing 
wound in Ae gene pool.”

Tone’s Back and 
Antelope Valley’s Got Her

Former executive director of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force Torie Osborn has been 
announced as a featured speaker at the first-ever 
lesbian and gay pride festival in Southern 
California’s Antelope Valley July 29-31. 

The Antelope Valley gained prominence during 
the gays-in-the- military battle after a radical right 
wing preacher from the area, Ty Beeson, produced 
the virulently anti-gay video The Gay Agenda and 
had it circulated at the Pentagon. The fundamen¬ 
talists in Antelope Valley have already publicized 
their intent to disrupt the pride festival. 

California Legislative hopeful Sheila James 
Kuehl will accompany Osborn - her ex-lover - to 
the festival. “This is exactly the kind of celebration 
and pride event that every local community needs 
to sponsor,” Kuehl said in a phone interview 
Monday, July 25. “I’m very proud of the organiza¬ 
tion in Antelope Valley. It’s good for us to face up 
to and face down the bigots who misspend their 
pitiful little lives trying to intimidate our commu¬ 
nity. 

“It can be an exhilarating experience to stand up 
to these bullies, and I hope every good person in 
the Antelope Valley gets the chance to do that.” 


Osborn told the B.A.R. her upcoming book 
Coming Home To America (Putnam, fall of 1995) 
will be aimed at fence-sitting lesbians and gays 
who may admit their queer sexual orientation pri¬ 
vately or are in the process of coming out, but are 
paralyzed by fear of possible repercussions. To 
them Osborn says: “Come out, come out. It’s not 
as bad as you think. And we need you out here. 

“Nothing is better for you and nothing is better 
for the world than stopping the lie of the closet,” 
she says. “I’ve talked to hundreds of people 
who’ve lost their jobs, and kids who’ve been 
kicked out, and queers who’ve been beaten up. I’ve 
never met anyone who’s regretted coming out. The 
best kept secret in the gay and lesbian movement is 
that the fear of coming out is much harsher than 
coming out itself. The power of the closet is extra¬ 
ordinary. 

“But even those who do lose their jobs - and it’s 
not as many as you think - are happy to be free 
from the crippling fear.” 

Becoming active in the movement will “help 
give meaning to your life. 

“The time has come to make history.” T

specific clinical manifestations, and 
Chinese and Western medical treatment 
can enable practitioners of traditional 
Chinese Medicine to provide top care for 
women with HIV. 

The acupuncturists, researchers, and 
guests attended a wonderful banquet at the 
Pearl City Restaurant in San Francisco’s 
Chinatown and rested for the night to begin 
the final day with another early morning 
Chi-Gong exercise lesson, free breakfast 
and informative lectures on dim- 
itrochlorobenzene (DNCB), the Wen Bing 
Theory, neuropathy and herpes. 

After lunch, everyone broke up to attend 
concurrent sessions of their choice. A pop¬ 
ular session was Integrating Traditional 
Chinese Medicine with Standard Western 
Care. Jon Kaiser, M.D., who integrated his 
traditional Chinese medicine with his med¬ 
ical school training at the University of 
Texas Medical School, ran the session. 

Kaiser said that doctors must “be 
aggressive and creative” in treating 
HIV/AIDS, and demonstrated a “compre¬ 
hensive treatment program for HIV” in 
three parts: “psychological and emotional 
support, natural therapies, and standard 
[western] medical therapy.” Kaiser also 
provided helpful tips for those with HIV. 


Kaiser recommended that they “avoid ice 
cold foods and beverages” because the 
lungs are in the path where cold passes and 
if they get cold, they may become congest¬ 
ed, leading to sickness. 

Kaiser also prescribed a formula for 
people with HIV/AIDS to determine how 
many grams of protein are needed daily. 
Kaiser’s formula is “your weight multi¬ 
plied by 0.4.” Kaiser boldly suggested that 
people with HIV/AIDS consume a dozen 
eggs per week. He told this reporter that the 
high amount of “cholesterol is needed for 
hormone synthesis and because blood lev¬ 
els drop to unhealthy levels.” 

The closing ceremonies ended with two 
people who are not practitioners of tradi¬ 
tional Chinese medicine but people with 
HIV. One of them was River Huston, a 
woman who contracted HIV from her late 
husband and who traveled across the coun¬ 
try from New Hope, Pennsylvania to the 
conference to help her friends back home. 
“I’m taking this information to the women 
with HIV out there in small [Pennsylvania] 
towns who are quiet,” Huston said, then 
read her published poem “Death Is For The 
Dead,” [Temporary Press, New Hope, 
1992], part of which is: 

“AIDS AIDS AIDS 
Hey I said it 

Don’t memorialize metaphorize 
hypnotize categorize or 
sanitize me 


It’s hard enough living with an illu¬ 
sion 

No more definitions of my death 

No more sympathetic death sentence 
eyes 

I’m not dead dying 

No sirree bob 

I’m living 

Just thought I’d let you know.” 

Mike Molan, of San Francisco, who 
started this (and last year’s) conference, 
summarized what the convention achieved. 
Even though Molan is not an acupuncturist, 
he has now devoted his life to these annual 
conferences because, he said, “I’ve used 
traditional Chinese medicine for nine 
years, since I was diagnosed HIV-positive 
in 1985. Trying to find out a project that 
would help people, I realized that there 
wasn’t a way for practitioners of tradition¬ 
al Chinese medicine and research people to 
gather.” 

Molan and others are already preparing 
for the third conference to be held June 16- 
18, 1995 in New York Cities prestigious 
Columbia University. 

“200 people from all over the world 
came here,” said Howard Moffet, Clinical 
Director of San Francisco’s American 
College of Traditional Chinese Medicine. 
“Lots of information was exchanged. 
People were changed. We are looking for¬ 
ward to next year in New York City.” ▼

Many of those touched by 
Pickett packed Highways 
Performance Space July 11 to 
hear friends and fellow artists 
eulogize him in conjunction 
with readings from Sharing the 
Delirium, an anthology of plays 
that includes Pickett’s Queen of 
Angels. 

“Because of Jim, a genera¬ 
tion of gay writers figured out 
what they were and started writ¬ 
ing,” said emcee and Pickett 
friend, director Philip Littel, 
who said the memorial was 
dubbed “Feast of Fools” in 
honor of Pickett’s unfinished 
play. 

“He loved the truth and 
found no shame in it,” said long¬ 
time friend and onetime lover. 
New York writer Richard 
Acheson. Pickett taught him 
how to live “more greedily and 
enthusiastically” in his own life 
- a theme echoed by many of 
the speakers. 

Playwright Neil Tucker read 
snippets from an unproduced 
play he co-wrote with Pickett, 
The Gay Wax Museum, which 
he described as “a trip through 
lavender time” that revealed our 
secret: “to be gay is to keep love 
alive.” 

Performance artist Tim 
Miller read a thank-you letter 
from Pickett, written after “a 
gay gathering” at the home 
shared by Miller and author 
Doug Sadownick. Pickett, 
Miller said, helped inspire him 
to create Highways. 

Finally Pickett spoke for 
himself - in a scene from Queen 
of Angels acted by Michael 
Kearns. (“Don’t tread on our 
dresses, sweetie. Some of us 
ain’t as pretty as we look.”) 
Kearns then performed a mov¬ 
ing piece of his own, clearly 
dedicated to his creative partner, 
his housemate, and his good 
buddy.

Lunch With LaRoche

I f Hoffman LaRoche 
could produce an antivi¬ 
ral half as good as the 
buffet they serve visiting 
journalists, the AIDS cri¬ 
sis would lose much of its edge. 
As their guest at a recent 
“Science Writers” conference, I 
was happier with the food than I 
was with the research being tire¬ 
lessly flogged. They were anx¬ 
ious to promote their new mea¬ 
sures of viral load, and to use 


these measures to justify both 
accelerated approval of 
Saquinavir, their new protease 
inhibitor, and routine use of 
DDC, their marginal nucleoside 
analog. We writers, I fear, were 
a hard sell. 

I had been flown in to New 
York City for the half-day event, 
which technically was co-spon¬ 
sored by LaRoche and AmFAR 
(the American Foundation for 
AIDS Research) but appeared to 
be hosted by a public relations 
firm associated with LaRoche, 


who clearly underwrote the 
entire thing. It was no shoe¬ 
string operation, either. My 
plane ticket had cost the equiva¬ 
lent of about five months’ worth 
of antivirals (I assume that an 
“average” month’s worth of 
contemporary nucleoside ana¬ 
log costs about $300). 

The limo that met me at JFK 
must have cost another week’s 
worth at least. I crossed a picket 
line to enter a swank hotel a 
block from Broadway and 42nd 
St. and was issued a room with 
a view of the Empire State and 
Chrysler buildings, a bed big 
enough to host a soccer team, 
and a price tag equivalent to two 
weeks of antiviral (plus several 
extra days just for the various 
city and state taxes). The weath¬ 
er was cooler and drier than it 
had been for six weeks, which is 
to say that the temperature and 
the humidity were merely in the 
high eighties, but I was cool and 
comfortable in my air-condi¬ 
tioned scab hotel, as I contem¬ 
plated why LaRoche was spend¬ 
ing so many pills to promote a 
half-day long “conference.” 

Complete reversal 

There was an awkward 
moment when I reported down¬ 
stairs the next morning, as my 
casual dress (I was the only per¬ 
son at the event wearing shorts) 
set off the antennae of the well- 
dressed security goon at the 
door; since a bunch of disgrun¬ 
tled ex-Community Advisory 
Board members trashed a 
LaRoche luncheon last year, 
they’ve beefed up security at 
these events. The continental 
breakfast spread was well worth 
defending; strong coffee, 
Danish, bagels, fresh fruit and 
juices fortified me for the sever¬ 
al hours of presentation ahead. 

The scientists, with one 
exception all LaRoche-affiliat- 
ed, spoke from the head of a 
large hollow square of tables set 
with pads, pencils, water pitch¬ 
ers and microphones at regular 
intervals. About a dozen science 
writers (from B.A.R., BETA, 
Men’s Health, Positively Aware, 
Southern Voice and Treatment 
Issues, among others) were 
scattered around the other three 
sides. Behind this was a bank of 
about two dozen deep leather 
chairs for a peanut gallery of 
corporate affiliates and 
observers. 

The only non-LaRoche 
speaker was Ellen Cooper, cur¬ 
rently head of research at 


AmFAR. Not long ago Cooper 
was director of the Division of 
Antiviral Drug Products at the 
FDA, and drew considerable 
activist ire at that time. TAG 
(Treatment Activist Group) in 
New York in particular took her 
to task for balking at accelerated 
approval. Ironically, TAG has 
since turned 180 degrees on the 
issue and is now calling on the 
FDA to avoid accelerated 
approval. In fact, just the week 
before the conference, TAG had 
published a letter to the FDA 
denouncing the practice of 
approving drugs on the basis of 
lab markers in general, and cau¬ 
tioning against accelerated con¬ 
sideration of Saquinavir, a 
LaRoche product. 

Hardly anybody else in the 
AIDS activist community 
agrees with TAG on this, and 
many resent their somewhat 
arrogant, unilateral approach of 
going straight to the FDA 
instead of caucusing the move¬ 
ment first. Be that as it may. Dr. 
Cooper was now pitching accel¬ 
erated approval while TAG 
trashed it, a complete reversal 
by both parties from two years 
before. The AIDS movement is 
full of such apparent contradic¬ 
tions. 

The basic argument made by 
Dr. Cooper and her LaRoche 
colleagues was that high viral 
load in the peripheral blood 
accurately predicts the clinical 
progression of HIV disease. 
Therefore drugs should be 
approved if they can demon¬ 
strate an ability to reduce viral 
load; this would significantly 
speed up the approval process 
for drugs like Saquinavir. But 
the viral load measures do more 
than demonstrate the effect of 
single drugs; LaRoche also pre¬ 
sented data showing that three- 
drug combos reduce viral load 
more completely than one- or 
two-drug regimens. 

Tripled side effects 

The potential payoffs for 
LaRoche in this are numerous 
and obvious. First, there’s the 
profit from the viral load assays, 
which they hope will become a 
standard measure in both 
research and clinical practice. 
When a rise in load occurs, this 
should motivate the specific 
HIVer to start taking antivirals, 
if not already doing so, further 
boosting sales. If you accept 
viral load as the gold standard 
of antiviral effectiveness, then 
you should accept their theory 


that the standard, front-line 
antiviral therapy, even for “early 
intervention,” is ideally a com¬ 
bination of all three of the cur¬ 
rently approved AIDS drugs. 
This premise would elevate 
DDC, currently a second-line 
treatment usable only in con¬ 
junction in combo with others, 
to front-line status, a necessary 
part of the standard combina¬ 
tion. Finally, viral load mea¬ 
sures are the one thing support¬ 
ing the accelerated approval of 
Saquinavir. 

Still, we were not impressed. 
Some writers pointed out that 
even at peak effectiveness, 
achieved by three-drug combos, 
the best effects were transient, 
and viral load returned to pre¬ 
treatment levels within six 
months. Dave Gilden from 
Treatment Issues even ques¬ 
tioned whether AZT works at 
all, suggesting that a re-analysis 
of early data showed that the 
beneficial effects of AZT wear 
off after two years, after which 
the drug’s toxic side effects out¬ 
weigh any good it does. I was 
alarmed when one researcher 
discussed and discarded a possi¬ 
ble lab marker (which distin¬ 
guishes the deadly SI strain of 
the virus from its less dangerous 
non-SI counterpart) because “it 
failed to show any benefit for 
AZT.” 

Which is the yardstick, and 
which is the yard? I asked the 
doctor if it wasn’t in fact possi¬ 
ble that AZT has no effect with 
this subpopulation, and that the 
measure was valid and the treat¬ 
ment was not. She referred to 
the vast body of research sup¬ 
porting AZT, but I was not con¬ 
vinced. If we only accept mea¬ 
sures that are good at verifying 
nucleoside analogs, and then 
use these nuke-normed mea¬ 
sures to evaluate new treat¬ 
ments, we’re effectively limit¬ 
ing ourselves to endless varia¬ 
tions of the same types of drugs. 

In fact, their whole approach 
strongly suggests that they’re 
“looking where the light is.” 
This classic science fable has a 
drunkard searching for his keys 
underneath a streetlamp, even 
though he lost them around the 
•comer in a dark alley, because 
“this is where the light is.” 
LaRoche and its ilk are search¬ 
ing for drugs that are profitable, 
marketable and easy to approve. 
Effectiveness and affordability, 
alas, appear to take a back seat. 
Occasionally, under heavy ques-

garage door handle and the door opening up.” 

As the van entered the apparent garage, the vic¬ 
tim was forcibly and repeatedly drugged when one 
of the perpetrators reached under the blanket and 
repeatedly stuck a finger loaded with a powdery 
substance into his nose. 

“I learned later that it was probably speed ” he 
said. 

“They kept taunting me and saying they were 
doing this because they hated faggots and wanted 
to prove a lesson to me,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“I really couldn’t see under the blanket, then 
they tied it around my neck with a belt and sexual¬ 
ly abused me,” the victim reported. 

The gay man was anally raped at least twice 
before he apparently blacked out. In addition to 
sexually abusing the gay man, the assailants also 
attempted to humiliate the victim by making him 
defecate on the floor of the garage site and repeat¬ 
edly verbally abusing him with hate speech epi¬ 
thets. 

“They called me faggot and queer and AIDS 
breeder. They used the Spanish word for pussy. I 
knew what they were saying,” he said. 

After the incident, the victim was forced back 
into the van, driven to the area from which he was 
abducted, and then thrown out of the van with an 
admonition not to look back. 

“They went through my wallet and stuff. They 
repeated telephone numbers that were from my 
wallet. They know where I live. I knew that if I 
looked back they’d kill me for sure,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

The victim, injured so badly during the assault 
that he had difficulty standing up, made it into a 
South of Market area pizza parlor, where he was 
able to call for assistance. He was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to San Francisco General Hospital. 

The victim was unable to describe the perpetra¬ 
tors except to say that they spoke English and 
Spanish and that at least two, possibly more, were 
involved in the assault. 

The incident may not be an isolated one, 
according to Community United Against Violence

advocate Greg Merrill. 

“Anyone with any information in this incident 
or incidents like it should contact me at 
Community United Against Violence to file a 
report,” Merrill said. 

A SFPD Sex Crimes Bureau investigator has 
been assigned to the case. 

CUAV will be posting flyers in the area to alert 
other gay men about the incident and also to ask 
anyone who may have information to call CUAV at 
777-5500. T

Native Panamanians Protest HTLV-II Vampire

CHANGUINOLA, PANA¬ 
MA (UPI) - An international 
effort to study a mysterious 
AIDS-like virus has put 
Panama’s Guaymi Indians on a 
collision course with scientific 
research. 

Thousands of Guaymis 
infected with the HTLV-II virus 
gave blood samples to local doc¬ 
tors studying the virus, but some 
samples ended up in the hands 
of U.S. scientists who are using 
the blood to record the tribe’s 
genetic code and conduct other 
research. 

Irate Guaymis say they were 
unaware that the Americans 
were experimenting with their 
blood. As a result, the Guaymis 
have blocked further research in 
their villages and refer derisive¬ 
ly to the study as “the vampire 
project.’’ 

“Since the arrival of the 
Spanish, foreigners have looted 
our riches. Now, the looting 
continues by taking our blood 
cells without consent,’’ said Jose 
Acosta, a Guaymi who works 
for the Latin American Studies 
Center in Panama City. 

Doctors first became 
intrigued by the tribe in 1988, 
when Guaymis in Changuinola, 
a remote, banana-growing 
region in northwestern Panama, 
showed an alarmingly high rate 
of infection with the HTLV-II 
virus. 

The normal infection rate 
worldwide is estimated at 0.01 


percent, but ten percent of the 
Guaymis surveyed here tested 
positive. 

HTLV-II is from the same 
viral family as HIV. No one 
knows if HTLV-II provokes dis¬ 
eases, but doctors say the virus, 
like HIV, is transmitted by sexu¬ 
al contact, intravenous drug use, 
and through mother’s milk. 

With financial backing from 
the U.S. government’s Center 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta, Panama 
began a major study to discover 
why so many Guaymis in 
Changuinola were infected. 
Scientists from the CDC collect¬ 
ed Guaymi blood for separate 
research. 

The CDC is tracking HTLV- 
II patients to discover if there 


are any links between the virus 
and diseases. 

The center is also investigat¬ 
ing whether HTLV-II could 
counteract the effects of the HIV 
virus. If so, it could prove useful 
in the development of an AIDS 
vaccine, according to Dr. 
Thomas Folks, head of the 
CDC’s retrovirus branch. 

“Does HTLV-II do some¬ 
thing to the HIV? Does it modi¬ 
fy HIV, or make it better or 
worse? That’s one thing we have 
been very interested in,’’ Dr. 
Folks said. 

To protect the CDC research 
and attract private investors, the 
U.S. Department of Commerce 
in 1992 applied for a patent on 
the cell line produced from the 
blood sample of a 26-year-old 


Guaymi woman. 

Guaymi leaders learned 
about the patent application and 
the CDC research last year and 
complained that they had never 
approved the removal of their 
blood samples to the United 
States. 

Furthermore, they rejected 
the idea that Indian blood could 
be considered U.S. government 
property. 

“I never imagined people 
would patent plants and ani¬ 
mals,’’ said Isidro Acosta, presi¬ 
dent of the Guaymi General 
Congress, in an address to 
United Nations delegates last 
October in Geneva. 

“It’s fundamentally immoral, 
contrary to the Guaymi view of 
nature, and our place in it.’’ 

Who owns 
the stuff of life? 

Indeed, there is a growing 
debate over the ethics of granti¬ 
ng ownership over human tissue 
and cells. 

Many scientists contend that 
the alteration and manipulation 
of human cells is intellectual 
property that belongs to the 
researcher or “inventor,” rather 
than the individual from whom 
the cells were extracted. 

This view has been con¬ 
firmed by a series of U.S. court 
decisions during the past decade 
that have led to hundreds of 
patent applications on human 
cell lines.

Jean Christie, of the Ottawa- 
based Rural Advancement 
Foundation International. “Who 
owns the stuff of human life? 
We don’t think anybody 
should.” 

As has happened in the case 
of research of tropical flora, 
drug companies from developed 
countries stand to make millions 
of dollars from genetic materials 
gathered in the Third World, 
Christie said. 

Although there was no legal 
arrangement. Dr. Folks of the 
CDC claims that if a patent had 
been approved on the Guaymi 
blood sample, the Guaymis 
would have received royalties 
from any profits. 

“We told our [CDC] supervi¬ 
sor that if the patent goes 
through, everything goes back 
to the Indians. We just wanted 
[the patent] for research and for 
the advance of science. It was 
strictly for altruistic reasons,” 
Dr. Folks said. 

The patent application was 
dropped three weeks after 
Acosta’s protest at the U.N. 
meeting. But the Guaymis now 
want the cell line - which is in 
storage in the United States - 
repatriated, since there is no 
guarantee that it will not be used 
and patented by other scientists. 

Today, many Guaymis say 
they feel like guinea pigs. Sofie 
Cortes de Morales, a Guaymi 
woman from Changuinola, 
remembers how un-identified 
doctors took a blood sample 
from her infant daughter last 
year, then disappeared with no 
explanation. 

In October, the Guaymi con¬ 
gress prohibited doctors from 
taking any more blood samples 
and refused to let Panamanian 
authorities monitor Indians with 
HTLV-II. 

“Our project is designed to 
improve the health of the 
Indians, but it was confused 
with these [foreign] studies. 
Now the Indians won’t let us 
give them medical attention,” 
said Dr. Fernando de Gracia, 
who directs Panama’s HTLV-II 
study. 

The concern has reached 
such proportions that some 
Guaymis now refuse hospital 
treatment altogether for fear 
doctors will secretly extract 
their blood. 

There was even a rumor 
among the Guaymis that U.S. 
troops from the Panama-based 
Southern Command had heli¬ 
coptered into a village and 
demanded blood at gunpoint. 

If the investigation of Indian 
blood is truly designed to help 
humanity, the Guaymis would 
contribute under the right cir¬ 
cumstances, said Simon Pineda, 
a Guaymi from Changuinola. 

But he said the motives for 
the current research have been 
kept from the Guaymis, and 
many Indians are nervous about 
the idea of foreign scientists 
probing the tribe’s genetic code. 

At a more basic level, the 
Guaymis complain that they 
have long suffered from 
leukemia, diarrhea, parasites 
and malnutrition - problems 
that have thus far proved much 
more devastating that HTLV-II. 

Yet health officials have 
shown little interest. 

“For a long time, Indians 
have been subjected to studies,” 
Pineda said. “But no one cares 
about what happens to us. Now, 
the people are tired of it. ▼

tioning, they acknowledged that a really good ther¬ 
apy would be easy to recognize, viral load mea¬ 
sures or no, and that the core of the problem was 
that they’re currently looking for effects that are so 
weak it’s hard to verify them. 

“But we have no really good therapies,’’ they 
would conclude, “so we have to work with the best 
we’ve got.’’ 

Will a triple combination of antivirals amount to 
a significant advance in HIV therapy? Not for me. 
I’ve already used up AZT, ddl and ddC. Will insur¬ 
ers pay for all three at once? They used to balk at 
this, but now that they own a piece of the drug dis¬ 
tributors (and vice versa), this is less of a problem. 
What will the tripled side effects be like? I can’t 
imagine coping with the combined effects of AZT- 
induced anemia, ddl-induced nausea and pancreati¬ 
tis, and a d4T manic buzz - not to mention their 
cumulative impact on the liver! Can these people 
produce anything other than copycat refinements of 


other ineffective antivirals? I wouldn’t bet my life 
on it. I didn’t expect any better from LaRoche, but 
I was a little dismayed to see AmFAR, technically 
a community-based group, so heavily endorsing 
the traditional antiviral approach. 

Writers and scientists schmoozed during tea at 
ten (Danish, yogurts, juice and sodas) and during 
lunch at noon (an assortment of excellent salads 
and cold cuts). Ex-Czarina Kristine Gebbie, who’d 
resigned the week before, was thoroughly dished 
and her likely successor considered. Business 
cards, gossip and treatment tips were freely 
exchanged. None of the writers was particularly 
impressed with the presentation, but the tuna salad 
was a major hit and the entire boat of it (worth a 
good week of antivirals) was consumed by avid 
calorie packers. 

Afterwards, I left the air-conditioned comfort of 
the hotel, recrossed the picket line, and went out 
into the dirty, hot streets of New York, still littered 
here and there with rainbow confetti from the pre¬ 
vious week’s Stonewall march. A cure for AIDS 
seemed as far away as the cool, soothing fogs of 
San Francisco. T

thereafter. They allegedly pulled 
the car alongside Hill, then got 
out and started beating him. As 
Hill ran away, Chapa allegedly 
jumped in the car, chased after 
Hill, knocked him onto the 
hood, then braked the car 
abruptly, throwing Hill off. 

After Chapa apparently hit 
Hill a second time. Hill clung to 
the hood as the car drove about 
a half a block along Santa 
Monica Boulevard. When 
Chapa again jammed on the 


brakes and threw Hill off, Hill 
escaped into a nearby restaurant 
where he called the authorities. 
He was taken to Cedars-Sinai 
Medical Center where he was 
treated for bruises, cuts, and a 
swollen foot run over by the car. 

“The whole time, they were 
telling me these exact words: 
‘We’re going to kill you, fag¬ 
got,”’ Hill told the Times. “I 
kind of felt that was what they 
planned to do. 

“When I die, I want it to be 
of natural causes. Not because 
of some unintelligent punks. ... 
They singled me out because of 
who I am. There were other peo¬ 


ple out there. I assume they 
could tell [I was gay] because of 
my attire.” “It seemed like they 
were going after somebody gay, 
not a specific person,” West 
Hollywood sheriff’s Lieutenant 
John O’Brien told the Times. 
“Whether it was a gang initia¬ 
tion or something else, who 
knows. [Hill] was probably in 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time.” 

Last year the Los Angeles 
Human Relations Commission 
reported that gays had sup¬ 
planted African-Americans as 
the primary target of hate 
crimes. T

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Great Directors Don’t Die, They Simply Fade Away 

Artist Interruptus

When asked who was the 
most influential director of the 
1960s, most people would say 
Stanley Kubrick. Few other 
directors of that decade had any¬ 
thing like his intellectual vision, 
sophisticated taste or technical 
flexibility. 

With three superb films, 
Lolita, Dr. Strangelove and 
2001: A Space Odyssey, 
Kubrick perfectly captured the 
spirit of the ’60s, its intellectual 
and sexual curiosity, its idealism 
and daring. But what happened 
to Kubrick after the ’60s? Why 
haven’t his films since 2001 
lived up to the expectations set 
by the high quality of his earlier 
achievements? At his best, 
Kubrick ascended to an aesthet¬ 
ic plateau reached only by a few 
other directors - Welles, 
Kurosawa, Ophuls - but, unlike 
them, he took an incredible nose 
dive into artistic obscurity. Of 
course, die-hard fans will say 
that films like The Shining and 
Full Metal Jacket are great 
genre films, but Kubrick didn’t 
become a film legend by fitting 
snugly into genres. He was the 
original more likely to redefine 
them. Furthermore, one can’t 
avoid looking at both The 
Shining and Jacket as embar¬ 
rassing anachronisms: Jacket 
(1987) was made years after 
other directors had already 
weighed in with better Vietnam 
flicks, and The Shining (1980) 
hit theaters at a time when film¬ 
makers had already begun to tire 
of the horror/gore market and 
returned to making sexy, stylish 
comedies. 

Although passionate 

Kubrickites will still disagree, 
abundant evidence of the direc¬ 
tor’s unraveling will be provided 
in early August when the Castro 
Theatre presents a Kubrick ret¬ 
rospective that includes every¬ 
thing the director has made from 
Killer’s Kiss (1955) to Full 
Metal Jacket. V^ile most film 
retrospectives, by and large, are 
a dull business this one isn’t, for 
it will fuel speculation and 
debate about a filmmaker whose 


career actually warrants discus¬ 
sion. And it’s in the spirit of 
debate that this Kubrick fan 
offers his own admittedly specu¬ 
lative theory explaining the 
director’s nose dive, which, I 
submit, is the result of his own 
personality, and the bitter mood 
of late 20th century life, which 
is so freighted with rotting ide¬ 
alism and crass commercialism 
as to dull the senses of even the 
most freewheeling visionary. 
Anybody who doesn’t believe 
the extent to which the latter has 
becomce true need only look as 
far as the movie titles screaming 
at us from the nearest cineplex 
marquee for confirmation, or 
several of the later films in this 
retrospective. 

Increasing 

dehumanization 

Of Kubrick’s personality it 
can be said that he’s always pre¬ 
ferred ideas to human beings. As 
early as Lolita (1961) he was 
playing with caricature; his next 
film. Dr. Strangelove (1963), 
was a wicked cartoon without a 
single human being in it, and 
2001 (1968) is all about man’s 
relationship to technology. In A 
Clockwork Orange (1971), 
Kubrick again dabbled in cari¬ 
cature, only this time his charac¬ 
ters inhabited a futuristic envi¬ 
ronment conjured so effectively 
that it literally overpowered the 
subtle irony that distinguished 
Anthony Burgess’ book of the 
same name. Barry Lyndon, 
(1975) a film even Kubrick fans 
tend to forget exists, isn’t so 
much a film based on a book by 
Thackeray as it is Kubrick 
showing audiences how to make 
an exactingly detailed - if not 
dull - period piece. 

Of course, there’s certainly 
nothing wrong with subordinat¬ 
ing characters to ideas - that 
was this director’s specialty in 
the ’60s. Nobody but Kubrick 
could make movies with such 
little dialogue that were still 
interesting. But in the post-’60s 
Kubrick one can’t help but feel 
that ingenuity has been edged 
out by misanthropy and that the

depth of his characters and sub¬ 
ject matter have suffered as a 
consequence. Witness the way 
environments in A Clockwork 
Orange are more convincingly 
conceived than characters, or 
the pointless obsession with 
period accuracy in the architec¬ 
ture and costuming of Barry 
Lyndon, or the endless tracking 
shots in The Shining, which 
were so drawn out it was almost 
self-parody given Kubrick’s his¬ 
tory with the steadicam. 

But if Kubrick has turned 
dehumanization into an art 
form, it’s deeply ironic, for his 
best work of the ’60s was solid¬ 
ly humanitarian, even if his 
commentary was made through 
caricature. Films like 
Strangelove, Lolita and 2001, 
and certainly the earlier Paths of 
Glory, dealt with subjects that 
were of interest to people, the 
kinds of things people analyzed 
at the time in editorials and 
talked about on the nightly 
news. As obscure as Arthur 
Clarke’s 2001: A Space Odyssey 
was as literature, Kubrick was 
the only film director who could 
translate it to the masses. 
Likewise, he was the only direc¬ 
tor intelligent enough to intro¬ 
duce the unpleasant subject mat¬ 
ter of Lolita to a prudish 
America that was not the least 
bit disposed to reading Russian 
emigre authors. 

Indeed, if worldliness and 


conviviality were once 
Kubrick’s calling card, they’ve 
been replaced by the closed 
door of the Kubrick Club, a lit¬ 


erary elite composed of distin¬ 
guished scribes like Anthony 
Burgess, William Thackeray,

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Rhino’s Proof 

Who’s Afraid of 
Domestic Squabbles?

T here is no mistaking 
writer/director C.M. 
Almonte’s inten¬ 
tions in her new 
play Proof at 
Theatre Rhino. Proof is an 
analysis of domestic violence, 
what it is and how it works in 
lesbian, gay and straight rela¬ 
tionships. Actually Almonte 
has created two productions 
which she dubs the Women’s 
Story and the Men’s Story, and 
they will play in repertory 
throughout the run. 

“This isn’t supposed to hap¬ 
pen to me,’’ says Alison/Alan, a 
successful advertising copy¬ 
writer who lives in a big city 
apartment with Kris, the 
woman/man of her/his dreams. 
But for Alison/Alan, the 
dreams have become night¬ 
mares, and the nightmares are 
so regular that they have 
become the accepted norm. 
“Relationships are hard work,” 
Alison/Alan says, more for 
her/his own benefit than anyone 
else’s. “I love Kris,” she/he 
says. However, to stay with 
Kris means to remain a devoted 
punching bag, and to continue 
believing that the only preven¬ 
tive measure she/he can take is 
to purchase plastic coat hangers 
because they “won’t hurt as 
much as wire ones.” 


Heavy stuff 

This is serious stuff. Both 
opening night productions con¬ 
cluded with invitations for the 
audience to stay and participate 
in a discussion on domestic 
violence, and for the Women’s 
Story, Almonte went so far as to 
have a crisis counselor avail¬ 
able for one-on-one recovery 
sessions. She has also included 
a warning in the program: “If 


you are now violent or abusive 
in a relationship, please go to 
the box office, get your money 
back and leave. You are not 
welcome or wanted here.” 

That is certainly direct, and 
so is Almonte’s production. But 
more often than not it plays like 
one of those informative, dis¬ 
cussion-oriented productions 
that tours schools and commu¬ 
nity centers. And while Proof 
is certainly important it is obvi¬ 
ously more message than play, 
and what message there is is 
hampered by amateurish the-

atrics. 

For instance, too much time 
is spent on minimal scene 
changes. In The Sensational Sin 
Sisters, which played Rhino a 
few months back, designer Iva 
Walton took the audience all 
over the place without ever 
moving a stick of furniture. It is 
perturbing not to see her use the 
same technique here where 
three different settings are con¬ 
stantly being rolled on and then 
off, depending on the action. 
The whole stage seems big 
enough to accommodate all 
three settings. The permanent 
set itself is quite stunning with 
its suspended stars hovering 
over the action. 

In addition to the staging, 
the acting is not always the 


best. It ranges from satisfactory 
to downright awful. The actors 
are given too much artificial 
stage business, which detracts 
from the conversations at hand. 
After all, Almonte seems to 
believe, the actors must be 
doing something. 

The Women’s Story, howev¬ 
er, is blessed with a subtle and 
moving performance by Eve 
Conant. As Alison, the abused 
lover who spends part of her 
time befuddled and the rest 
making excuses, she fills her 
portrait with humanity. 

Unconvincing 

The Men’s Story is not so 
fortunate. Mostly it plays like a 
carbon copy of the women’s 
version, which doesn’t make 
sense because it should be dif¬ 
ferent. It’s as if Almonte put all 
of her energy into the Women’s 
Story and merely paced the 
Men’s. With his preppy good 
looks and charming demeanor 
Demetrius Martin fits the part 
of Alan, but lacks the ability to 
make the character live. In the 
most moving scene in the play, 
his voice is so soft and energy 
so low that feeling sympathetic 
toward Alan takes a back seat to 
just being able to hear. 

Rhino regular Gina Fields as 
Alison’s wise-cracking best 
friend, Jennifer, and Alan’s co¬ 
worker, Jean, provides comic 
relief and dedicated compas¬ 
sion. Lorraine Olsen as “Carol, 
the dragon boss” in both pro¬ 
ductions, is perfectly hateful. 

Each production opens with 
different, but equally stunning 
movement sequences choreogr- 
pahed by Anne Bluethenthal 
(Women’s Story) and Jess 
Curtis (Men’s Story). ▼

Waiting for Godot 

Into the Void

Who knew the haphazard, funky theater in the 
Central YMCA would be the scene of a 
Beckettian triumph? Samuel Beckett’s 1952 mas- 
terwork of existentialist comedy. Waiting for 
Godot, has been resurrected by the Fine Arts 
Repertory Theatre and is something of a revival of 
the acclaimed 1977 San Francisco production 
with the same trio of principles: director Dennis 
Moyer, Joe Bellan as Estragon and John Robb as 
Vladimir. What some of the most talented actors 
in the Bay Area are doing at the Y Theatre is 
something of a mystery, but then again, when 
dealing with Beckett, every odd thing begins to 
make a vague kind of sense when given a proper 
context. 

There can be no question that this production 
of Godot is as fine a production as you will see 
anywhere. The comedy, the pathos, the existential 
angst, the bravura performances and the elusive 
meaning of “it all” are present and in fine form. 
The ensemble couldn’t be tighter, the direction 
more crisp. It is a pleasure to watch pros like 
Bellan and Robb at work creating Beckett’s hap¬ 
less clowns. The lanky, haggard Robb imbues the 
tormented Vladimir with a stiff, knock-kneed 
body language that communicates as much (if not 


more) as his stream-of-consciousness dialogue. 
The more corpulent Bellan brings a complicated 
mix of buffoonery and depression to the impatient 
Estragon. Both actors are true to the spirit of 
Beckett’s musings on tedium, salvation and the 
lonely demise of civilization, but their perfor¬ 
mances are full of vitality, especially during the 
moments of inspired physical comedy. 

The supporting players are equally strong. As 
Pozzo, the master, and Lucky, the slave, Peter 
Jacobs and Dan Hiatt, respectively, bring their 
share of much-needed energy and virtuosity to the 
dismal, yet surprisingly entertaining proceedings. 
Hiatt’s Lucky, burdened with parcels and never 
free from the rope around his neck, is all sighs 
and suffering until his master orders him to 
“Think, pig!” This sets off Godot’s showstopper, 
and Hiatt’s ensuing manic monologue is absolute¬ 
ly brilliant and easily the evening’s comedic high 
point. Jacobs, as the somewhat schizophrenic 
master, is given plenty of chances to whip his 
incredibly expressive face into an entire spectrum 
of emotions. 

Director Moyer has followed Beckett’s 
instructions to the letter. The stage is bare except 
for a scraggy tree and a small stone. The backdrop 
is a murky, muddy brown and a pale blue. The

Few of the works in this exhibit 
are restrained enough to be per¬ 
mitted reproduction in even 
these pages, so verbal descrip¬ 
tions will have to suffice. 

In “Rising Mercy” a corseted 
nun stares at the viewer with a 
sweet smile that appears slightly 
more sinister once you realize 
that one end of a cable she holds 
will fit into an electric plug. 

That two chained pixies in 
high-heel boots, lipstick and 
long leather gloves are males is 
proven by the size of their mas¬ 
sive erections. 

Three men service a woman 
with talons in “Heavy Blood.” Is 
this straight or queer art? You 
decide. But note that in each 
scene Manning’s mind conjures, 
deep stuff becomes safe sex. 
Human fluids are not shared, 
only remarkable fantasies; a girl 
in riding gear straddles her dar¬ 
ling doberman; two women with 


huge strap-ons take turns fuck¬ 
ing a blond boy in restraints; as 
two dicks arch upward head to 
head, one of them is covered in 
black latex. 

Enter the green queen 

Miss Kitty, whose paintings 
will grace the walls of 
Eichelberger’s for a month 
beginning August 8, is herself 
no slouch in the “out front” 
department. You may have 
caught her action art perfor¬ 
mance at the Dore Alley Fair, 
where she was near to naked, 
dangling away (The catheter 
implanted in her chest for AIDS 
medications was also clearly 
revealed.) while painting one of 
her creations on the alley wall. 
Or you may have seen her as a 
classic go-go dancer at Club 
Uranus. 

Kitty, whose mania for self- 
expression continues even as her 
body becomes too weak for per¬ 
formance, can still speak out. 
Her eyes are still full of desire 
and affection. And even though 
her monologue is now fueled by 
some mental “dizziness” she is 
quite eloquent. I caught up with 
Miss Kitty recently in her studio 
overlooking the lovely intersec¬ 
tion of 16th and Valencia. As she 
talked about her many plans for 
the future, I noticed that Kitty, 
who now likes to be called The 
Green Queen, has dyed her hair 
appropriately. 

“You’ve grown green,” I 
offered as a conversation starter. 

“Yes. They’ll be dreads soon. 
I’m glamorizing AIDS. It’s 
about time. We’re turning this 
studio into a healing clothes 
store for people with wasting 
syndrome. Then we’ll go do 
fashion shows everywhere - 
except discos. Some of these 
paintings will be in the show at 
Eichelberger’s. Plus I’m doing a 
piece for their stairway, a por¬ 
trait of Ethyl (brilliant drag star 
of New York stage and screen) 
as a phoenix rising to...you 
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know where. This is a prelude to 
a show I’ll do about her life 
story and theater works.” 

Miss Kitty continues: “I got a 
message from Desiree Du Crow 
in a dream. She said ‘You are 
not going to die. Your art has 
always been to make people 
happy, make people sad, to 
affect people, and make yourself 
proud.’ Now I know that it is 
about healing with love. We 
were at a cocktail party with no 
smoking, no drinking, no talk¬ 
ing - but people were beaming 
at each other, everyone in soft 
bright colors and gorgeous 
gowns, a cross between Lana 
Turner’s and priestess robes. I 
realized these were my paint¬ 
ings I haven’t painted yet.” 

Kitty Haring 

Kitty paints portraits that are 
truly telling. Where Michael 
Manning’s pen drawings have 
evolved from advanced comix, 
Kitty’s work comes more from 
the Haring school. Each portrait 
is outlined in black - in one, the 
lines defining underarms and 
those leading to an anal cul-de- 
sac are especially nice. But then 
the outlines are filled - in a style 
almost reminiscent of Cubism - 
with fabulous colors nature 
never intended, as in “Thai 
Lotus Fairy,” a green-faced Thai 
queen with lips as pink as her 
lotus petals. 

“Home of Fallen Angels” is a 
photograph documenting Miss 
Kitty’s painted addition to the 
Berlin Wall just before it was 
torn down. “Self-Portrait in 
Suburban Paris Masturbating” 
may suggest one reason why her 
subjects’ eyes are always asym¬ 
metrical - cock-eyed, so to 


speak. Kitty’s explanation is 
simpler: “Freaks are always 
asymmetrical,” she says. 

Both Manning’s and Miss 
Kitty’s works are remarkably 
affordable. And starting 
Saturday, August 13 at 11 p.m., 
Eichelberger’s upstairs Sky 
Lounge will offer Cabstitute, a 
cabaret soiree hosted by Diet 
Popstitute. Kitty’s old band 
members, guitarist Roxy and 


Broadway piano stylist Birdie 
Bob, are the house musicians. ▼

didn’t just have pipe dreams, 
they brought them to life. The 
show proves that Just because 
you’re a bong aficionado does¬ 
n’t mean you have to be a couch 
tuber. 

You’ll find a bong made 
from a Barbie doll and one from 
a baby bottle. There’s a contrap¬ 
tion on wheels like a robot pet, 
to come to you when you need a 
bong hit. Everything from really 
high tech works (Nayland 
Blake’s elegant strap-on Bottom 
Bong, complete with gas mask) 
to decidedly low tech (Clifford 
Hengst’s Gravity Bong, an 
Evian bottle in a plastic bucket.) 
Most of the pieces claim to be 
functional, and although nobody 
was trying them out at last 
week’s opening, a lot of people 
seemed pretty toasted already. 
You’ll want to smoke some herb 
beforehand, otherwise when 
you get to the gallery I guaran¬ 
tee you’ll be jonesing all over 
the place. 

Get high and enjoy Michael 
Brown’s Fully Automatic Bong, 
an elaborate construction wor¬ 
thy of Rube Goldberg, in which 
a tiny bellows pumps out the 
smoke. “You have to take a lot 
of puffs to keep up with that 
sucker!’’ marvelled one art 
lover. It’s a bong fit for a head of 
state; you almost don’t have to 
remember to inhale. 

If anyone still needs a lesson 
on how to take those tokes, 
Craig Goodman’s Smoker: 
futuristic bong garment with 
instructional videotape plays 
on a monitor to educate and 
delight you. 

If you’ve ever been to Kiki, 
you know how miniscule the

gallery is. Still, the crowd at the 
opening was mellow, filing past 
the bongs lined up on each wall 
like a receiving line. Early 
Bowie played in the back¬ 
ground. Red licorice whips 
slayed the munchies. Mark 
Paron’s Fluffy loomed over the 
proceedings from its perch on 
the mezzanine. The artist calls 
his fantastic furry bong “my 
fluffy friend,” and it is so life- 
size it even wears its own jewel¬ 
ry. What a truly awesome scene. 

If Fluffy looks like it would 
not be out of place as an over¬ 
sized Muppet on Sesame Street, 
it follows that a lot of these 
artists have drawn fond connec¬ 
tions between drug culture and 
childhood. Donna Han’s Baby 
Bottle Bong, Evri Kwong’s 
Little Boy Bong, Keith Hale’s 
Baby’s First Bong, Jeff Dugan’s 
Kill Your Parents (Barney Baby 
Bottle Bong)... all seem to sug¬ 
gest it’s never too early to take 
up a hobby with staying power. 
On the other end of the spec¬ 
trum, Margaret Crane and Jon 
Winet’s untitled bong kit, in a 
stylish carrying case, is the 
height of sophistication, calling 
to mind Jeff Koons’ stainless 
steel casting of a portable bar. 
Hone your habit and take it on 
the road. 


Eclectic 

Have I mentioned the phallic 
appeal of said items? Certainly 
there is a bong like a big, hard 
dick among the treasures here, 
but even when the connection is 
not explicit, the implications of 
sucking down on a bong are 
hard to ignore. Scott Hewicker’s 
Golden Prize is a druggie’s fab¬ 
ulous totem pole, constructed of 
dog food and hominy cans. 

Kudos as well to the artists 
who defied penile convention: 
Hengst’s Fucked (after Phillipe 
Starck) is a crescent-shaped 
mess of duct tape, and Harriet 
Boon’s bong is made from an 
old sock. It is called O yes & 
you m. jane/ i fall to my knees 
find/your hot socks on my face/ 
suck them like pork slabs till/ 


they are clean bones. 

There’s surely a bong in 
everyone’s past. Who among us 
has not resorted to TP rolls or 
plastic bottles, in a pinch? I’ve 
smoked from an apple, and from 
a Bart Simpson bong. Nayland 
Blake told me, “The first sculp¬ 
tures I ever made were bongs, in 
high school.” Rex Ray’s Bong 
with Balloon Inflator evokes 
the powerhitters made by the 
best guy in shop class: says the 
artist, “It rocks.” Ray told me 
he’d broken it in, but “there’s no 
residue, so as not to get Rick 
[Jacobsen, Kiki’s director extra¬ 
ordinaire] in any trouble. You 
don’t want to bring a crusty old 
bong in here. The police could 
come and scrape it out and 
arrest him. 

“We had to sign a release that 
said if the police confiscated our 
bong, we wouldn’t hold the 
gallery responsible.” 

All of which points to the 
absurdity of marijuana prohibi¬ 
tion, and of the state law which 
compels head shops to sell 
bongs as “water pipes” under 
the pretext they’re for tobacco. 
Now that the California 
Assembly is moving towards 
passing a Medical Marijuana 
bill (see news section), and with 
heroes like Dennis Peron and 
Brownie Mary advocating for 
compassionate use, legalization 
seems long overdue. As David 
Bonetti, Examiner art critic, 
said, “The work in the bong 
show is so imaginative that you 
want to use it. It just makes you 
wish that the substance they 
were meant to hold were legal.” 

In the meantime. Stoned 
Again, go find a playmate who 
appreciates your taste for yerba 
buena. Bongs are great, but they 
do have their downside, which 
you know if you’ve ever tipped 
one over. Myself, I prefer joints. 
Group show, anyone? T

Now in its third season, The 
Real World has taken yet anoth¬ 
er diverse group of twenty- 
somethings, set them up in a 
shared living space for five 
months and recorded their every 
move. This time around, the 
show was filmed in a house on 
San Francisco’s Lombard 
Street. (The first two were shot 
in New York and Los Angeles.) 

Although the first two Real 
World seasons also included 
gays and lesbians - Norman, the 
first season, Beth A. the second 
- neither character was as strong 
on camera as Pedro. 

“I knew the show had gay 
people on before, but it really 
had not developed their lives, or 
gotten into who they were,” he 
told B.A.R. in an interview last 
month. 

Bom in Cuba, Pedro came to 
the U.S. as a child on the Mariel 
Boat Lift in 1980. Now 22, he 
still speaks with a thick accent 
and his grammar is sometimes 
stiff. But his distinctive eye¬ 
brows and the Latin charm of 
his voice make Pedro an out¬ 
standing presence on the air¬ 
waves. 

He is also HIV positive - 
which provided him with anoth¬ 
er reason to be on the show. “I 
thought it would be really great 
to bring those issues out,” he 
said. “I felt that I could break a 
lot of stereotypes that people 
have of gays, and of people with 
AIDS.” 

As he reflected on the series, 
he shared his strong sense of 
accomplishment. “I think when 
[viewers] see me going out 
dancing till four in the morning, 
going hiking, and bicycle riding, 
and then when they see me on 
the days I’m not feeling well, 
taking medications, or going to 
the clinic, I can’t think of a bet¬ 
ter way of dealing with the 
issues.” 

Since being told that he is 
HIV positive (he learned in 
1989), Pedro has become a 
prominent AIDS educator, trav¬ 
eling to schools and lecture halls 
nationwide. While in San 
Francisco, he worked with 


Youth Empowerment Services, 
a new advocacy group within 
the City’s Department of 
Health. 

“If you look across the coun¬ 
try there are all these organiza¬ 
tions that deal with young peo¬ 
ple who are [HIV] negative, that 
try to prevent them from becom¬ 
ing positive,” said Pedro. “This 
agency’s all about empowering 
young people who are HIV pos¬ 
itive, empowering them to go to 
the doctor and ask questions and 
challenge the doctors.” 

AIDSphobic 

housemate 

Before the Real World 
housemates moved in together, 
they were told that one of them 
was HIV positive. But they 
weren’t told which one. 
According to Pedro’s roommate 
on the show, the cartoonist Judd, 
most people didn’t think it was 
Pedro. “A bunch of us thought 
Puck was the one,” Judd said, 
referring to the rough-and-tum¬ 
ble bike messenger, best known 
for picking at his work-related 
scabs. 

But when Pedro brought out 
a scrapbook filled with newspa¬ 
per articles written about him, 
his housemates figured it out. 
Most of them showed support, 
with the exception of one - 
Rachel. Of Spanish descent her¬ 
self, Rachel is Catholic, conser¬ 
vative and plays a perfect foil to 
the more liberal Pedro. When 
Pedro opened up his scrapbook, 
Rachel became visibly tense. As 
the other housemates gathered 
around to look at it, Rachel left 
the room. 

“It was a big issue for me,” 
says Rachel. “I didn’t know 
much about the disease. When I 
got here, and started hearing 
them talk about AIDS, it really 
freaked me out.” 

Still, Rachel plays down her 
conservatism. “I have a tattoo and 
a belly-button ring. I lead a very 
active social life, and I’ve always 
been into music,” she said. Aside 
from Pedro’s health status she 
seemed to have no problem with 
his being gay. She even told him 
that she preferred his boyfriend, 
Sean, to him, which surprised 
Pedro. “She would tell [Sean] 
that he was cuter than me, and

how jealous she was that I had a 
boyfriend and she didn’t,” he 
said, laughing. 

Clearly, Pedro’s health status 
breaks new ground for The Real 
World, but his relationship with 
Sean is yet another first for the 
program. Real World co-creator 
Jonathan Murray says, “It’s 
probably the deepest we’ve ever 
gotten into a relationship on the 
show. It just happens to be 
between two men.” 

Like Pedro, Sean has also 
tested positive for HIV. The 
two first met at the 1993 March 


on Washington where Pedro 
was the keynote speaker at a 
“People of Color” conference, 
and Sean (who is black) intro¬ 
duced himself to Pedro. At the 
time, Pedro was involved with 
someone else, and nothing hap¬ 
pened between the two. But 
four days after he arrived in 
San Francisco, Pedro went on 
his first date with Sean. 
Throughout the series, the two 
walk arm in arm, gaze into 
each other’s eyes and even dis¬ 
cuss marriage. And at series’ 
end, the two hold an engage¬ 
ment party at The Real World 


house, where they exchange 
rings. 

Although Pedro has 
expressed a strong desire to 
return to San Francisco perma¬ 
nently, it’s uncertain that he 
will. Tom between family ties in 
Miami and his commitment to 
Sean, he hasn’t made a decision, 
at least not publicly. For now, 
Pedro says, he and Sean are 
“seeing how to work things 
out.” But factor in his deep 
affection for the city - “I fell in 
love with it almost immediate¬ 
ly” - and chances are he’ll be 
back. ▼

Stephen King and others of fab¬ 
ulist persuasion. And it’s no sur¬ 
prise that as he’s grown increas¬ 
ingly comfortable in this setting 
his club has become all the more 
exclusive. Notice that there are 
no women in it (he’s always 
been neglectful on this account), 
few people of color (Kubrick 
certainly doesn’t address multi- 
culturalism as a raging issue of 
the day), and, lord knows, there 
certainly aren’t any homosexu¬ 
als. (Let’s ignore that chatty 
Kathy, Crassius, in Spartacus; 
Kubrick had nothing to do with 
the script and only stepped in to 
direct the film after its original 
director, Anthony Mann, was 
excused). 

But carping like this is not to 
suggest that Kubrick should 
begin making films by meeting 
grievance committee standards, 
as some naifs would have it 
today, only that an occasional 
reference to the reality most of 
us inhabit - even if only to spoof 
it - might anchor his films in 
something essential to the times. 

Fearless sage 

Engaging the world, not run¬ 
ning from it, was precisely the 
kind of director Kubrick was in 
the ’60s. When Strangelove 
burst on the scene in 1963 it had 
an immediate effect on an 
unsuspecting public. It became 
an instant box-office hit and 
divided critics down the middle. 
Bowsley Crowther writing in 
the New York Times dismissed it 
as “defeatist and dangerous to 
morale’’ and Pauline Kael ques¬ 
tioned Kubrick’s taste for laugh¬ 
ing at such a serious topic. But 
making comedy out of nuclear 
apocalypse is precisely what 
made Strangelove such a dar¬ 
ing, innovative film. It literally 
forced the most unlikely people 
to look at themselves from a 
completely flip point of view. 
No one has said it more suc¬ 
cinctly than the British critic 
Alexander Walker, who wrote in 
his 1971 Kubrick monograph. 
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“D/: Strangelove was undertak¬ 
en with the conscious aim of 
sounding an alert that would 
startle people into resistance of 
just such a fate. Laughter was 
the device selected to penetrate 
the soundproofing of the para¬ 
lyzed will.’’ 

As much as Strangelove 
reflected the era of nuclear 
brinksmanship that produced it, 
2001: A Space Odyssey reflect¬ 
ed even more elegantly its own 
time, the late ’60s, when people 
had begun experimenting with 
new ideas, and drugs, music and 
the youth cult expanded aware¬ 
ness in America of an emerging 
global consciousness. Suddenly, 
people were looking for new 
experiences. In art everything 
changed, including movies. 
Films like Bonnie and Clyde, 
Easy Rider, Lindsay Anderson’s 


2001 broke 
every filmmak¬ 
ing convention 
of its time. 


If and others suggested that 
something important was hap¬ 
pening. Kubrick’s 2001 merely 
rode the crest of a wave that had 
been threatening to break for 
years. 

The film was a breakthrough. 
It eschewed every filmmaking 
convention of its day - the idea 
that principal characters had to 
appear in a film from beginning 
to end, that a story had to be told 
entirely with words and that it 
must tie everything up in a neat 
little package at film’s end. The 
fact that it is open-ended makes 
the film all the more enigmatic, 
for the extent to which it begs 
explanation is a measure of the 
extent to which Kubrick’s 
unorthodox narrative and filmic 
style freed cinema from conven¬ 
tional genre-effects. Sensuous, 
magical and groundbreaking on 


so many levels, 2001 remains a 
glorious enigma, a rune for all 
time. 


Everyone’s tired 

But if 2001 touched a nerve 
in America’s consciousness it 
was only because Kubrick was 
sensitive enough to feel it first. 
Too bad that in the two-and-a- 
half decades since that film, the 
masses and Kubrick, have been 
desensitized by complacency 
and cynicism, by the bland but 
steady stream of bilge we mis¬ 
takenly equate with culture. 
Who can blame us, or him? 
Camille Paglia and Rush 
Limbaugh are held up as today’s 
major thinkers, a global epidem¬ 
ic is the only thing apparently 
running the world, the space 
program is dead (Jupiter’s 
recent comet show may jump- 
start space study, but not space 
exploration) and the only plea¬ 
sure artists and intellectuals 
seem to derive anymore from 
being intelligent comes from 
looking backwards and remem¬ 
bering more thrilling times. No 
one, especially film directors, is 
looking forward anymore. It’s 
just too hard and no one wants 
to risk looking foolish. 

But taking such risks was 
what made Stanley Kubrick 
such an important film director. 
He understood what was both 
crazy, paranoid and wonderful 
about the time in which he came 
of age. With Strangelove he sin¬ 
gle-handedly cast suspicion 
over the most powerful people 
in the world and with 200/ he 
articulated for the curious mass¬ 
es what it might be like to jour¬ 
ney to another dimension. What 
filmmaker today is capable of 
that kind of communion with 
humanity? Given the dearth of 
awesome filmmaking talents out 
there makes one more glance 
backward at Kubrick’s early and 
middle triumphs all the more 
thrilling and important. T

For people about my age, 25, 
AIDS was wreaking death and 
fear before the first time we 
ever had sex. And I’m very 
angry that more than a decade 
into the epidemic, not only are 
people I know still dying and 
still getting sick, but too many 
of them, some younger than 
me, are still sero-converting. 
AIDS will not disappear during 
my lifetime. 

Small wonder, then, that I’ve 
developed a mild obsession 
with bodily fluids. With every 
little red cut on my hands I 
think, under the right circum¬ 
stances, this drop of blood 
could be lethal. I know that this 
thought has run through other 
people’s heads also. In fact, 
blood and other bodily fluids 
are a recurrent theme in several 
of the selections chosen by 
Amy Scholder and Ira 
Silverberg for High Risk 2: 
Writings on Sex, Death and 
Subversion. 

High Risk 2 is an anthology 
of experimental writing by a 
diverse group of authors includ¬ 
ing Neil Bartlett, Rupert Adley, 
Craig G. Harris and Diamanda 
Galas. Almost all the writing 
deals with sex (some gay, some 
straight), but this is not erotic 
fiction. In the book’s introduc¬ 
tion, Scholder and Silverberg 
write, “What’s central here is 
sex’s relationship to death: in 
some cases morbid, and in 
some cases, elegiac.” 

Among the elegies falls 
Bartlett’s “That’s What Friends 
Are For,” a Active dialogue 
between a father and son. The 
son reassures himself against 
his father’s misgivings that he 
will die alone - presumably 
because he’s gay. The son calls 
up a list of people, to verify that 
they’re available to him at need. 
“Friends” is a well-written 
work, and quite affecting - 
dying alone and unlamented is

an awful fear. 

Also elegiac, but definitely 
angrier, is “I’m Going to Go 
Out Like a Fucking Meteor!” 
from Craig G. Harris (contribu¬ 
tor to Tongues Untied). He 
spends a great deal of time fig¬ 
uring things out: practical 
things, like how to survive on 
four dollars until Friday, or how 
to get home without anyone 
knowing that he’s shit in his 
pants. But this is the way to 
take charge of one’s life, to 
keep up its quality. In the rous-

attention is always on the actors, and the focus is always on the cre¬ 
ation of fascinating, meaningful stage pictures. Under Moyer’s 
steady hand, the essence of Beckett comes through very strongly. 
Moyer knows how to use silence to help create Beckett’s void, and 
though the production is long (nearly three hours including inter¬ 
mission) and sometimes difficult, the audience is given a tremen¬ 
dous opportunity to contemplate the play and savor the experience. 

Toward the end of the first act, Vladimir says, “I have been bet¬ 
ter entertained,” and he speaks the truth. Waiting for Godot is not 
the most entertaining piece of art ever created. It is a difficult play 
to sit through, but that is part of its success. A play about boredom, 
futility and niggling annoyance should be boring, futile and annoy¬ 
ing. Godot is all this and more. Amid all the vaudevillian bits, the 
philosophical juggling and the mental masturbation, lies the central 
notion of the play: two men wait in an unnamed wasteland for an 
indeterminate amount of time for a being who promises to show up 
but never will. Passers-by help speed the time, but it’s all talk, no 
action, and nothing ever changes. Both acts end the same way, and 
the closest Beckett gets to explaining all this comes in his stage 
directions. Estragon says: “Well, shall we go?” Vladimir answers: 
“Yes, let’s go.” Beckett tells us: “They do not move.” 

Waiting for Godot could be an artsy exercise in pretension if 
Beckett weren’t so accurate. The nightmarish landscape he creates 
in which humans cling desperately to one another and waste their 
lives in the vain pursuit of deliverance is an honest, albeit heart- 
breakingly bleak, portrait of modem humanity. The Fine Arts 
Repertory Theatre’s excellent production hits all the right comic 
notes, but every good laugh only underscores the hopelessness of 
Beckett’s vision. Towards the end of the second act, Estragon 
speaks for the audience when he says, “I can’t go on like this.” To 
which the knowing Vladimir responds, “That’s what you think.” ▼

Drug Testing Proves Negative Experience 
for Positive Athletes at Gay Games 


Physique Results 
Suffer Shakeup

Physique competitions are 
always tough because so much 
of the judging is subjective. A 
runner or a swimmer can say 
they won or lost because of that 
tenth of a second. Bodybuilders, 
however, are judged from a 
number of different angles, so 
to speak, by a number of judges 
(in this case seven) of differing 
opinions. 

The difficult task of a 
physique judge includes look¬ 
ing for overall symmetry (gen¬ 
eral body shape), symmetry 
among all the various muscle 
groups, thickness or mass of the 
muscles as well as the “cuts” or 
definition of each muscle, and 
overall presentation of the com¬ 
petitor as he/she poses in the 
compulsories and the individual 
posing routines. All of this 
information is represented by a 
single score. 

In large contests where many 
contestants are compared 
against each other, judges are 
often forced to request repeated 
poses from the competitors, an 
exhausting procedure for both 
parties. And still, in the end, the 
winners are determined by an 
averaging of all the judges’ 
scores. 

The judges each vote for 
first, second, third place, etc., 
and this is the number they 
record on the judging sheet. In 
theory, the judges’ scores 
should be pretty much in agree¬ 
ment, but this is not always the 
case. Therefore, when tabulat¬ 
ing the results, the highest and 
lowest numbers are dropped, 
and the remaining numbers 
added up. In this type of scor¬ 
ing, the contestant with the low¬ 
est number wins. 

Momentous memo 

Unlike the previous Gay 
Games, physique contestants 
actually received, through the 
mail this week, a xerox copy of 
all the scoring sheets, along 
with a memo from Senior Head 
Judge Marshall Campbell of 
Seattle and Coordinating 
Director John Lunning of New 
York. The memo was about an 
important issue for all people 
interested in scoring results: the 
outcome of the testing of ath¬ 
letes for the presence of anabol¬ 
ic steroids in their systems. 

Almost every category with¬ 
in the men’s division was affect¬ 
ed because of steroid use. 
Unfortunately, it is difficult to 
know how many other classes - 
as well as whether any of the 
women’s classes would have 
been affected - had there been a 
more stringent ruling on which 
drugs were prohibited. Though I 
get a sense that in the future 
prohibitions will be broader. 


this particular contest banned 
the use of anabolic steroids 
only. 

However, in addition to ath¬ 
letes testing positive for 
steroids, the presence of the fol¬ 
lowing drugs were also found: 
1) diuretics; 2) probenicid (A 
masking agent banned by the 
International Olympic 

Committee, U.S. Olympic 
Committee and NCAA, 
probenicid does have some 
legitimate medical uses - as a 
treatment for gout, for exam¬ 
ple); and 3) clenbuterol (which 
has also been banned by the 
IOC, USOC and NCAA, and is 
not legally prescribable for 
humans in the U.S. Though it is 
sometimes used in Europe as a 
treatment for asthma, the athlete 
testing positive for this drug 
was American). 

The most unfortunate part of 
this whole scenario is that the 
drug results were not finalized in 
time to adjust the placings prior 
to the finals. According to a 
memo from Lunning and Dave 
Fleischer of the New York 
Physique Team, this did not 
occur because of the larger-than- 
anticipated number of positive 
test results. Apparently, though 
the lab can turn around negative 
results in 24 hours, it must 
triple-check all positive results 
before certifying any of them. 

Consequently, 13 athletes 
were denied public recognition 
of their wins. Although they 
will eventually receive their 
medals after the disqualified 
athletes have returned theirs, 
they’ve been robbed of the glory 
and excitement that was their 
due at the evening show. 

On a positive note, the 
physique coordinators worked 
with the video operator and Gay 
Games photographer to make 
sure that all photo images 
released to the public would be 
of the official final winners who 
had passed their drug tests. The 
footage and stills of disqualified 
“winners” have been cut. 

Discussions are now taking 
place regarding ways to get 
drug results faster for the next 
Games. One possibility is to test 
at the beginning of the week and 
schedule the show for the end. 

It remains a mystery to this 
writer why physique competi¬ 
tors in the Gay Games continue 
to use drugs. It seems to me that 
someone who cheats with drugs 
will never know if he/she has 
what it takes. In fact, the 
assumption is that they don’t. 

So what’s the point? It’s not 
like the winners receive a cash 
prize. Unfortunately, as long as 
there are people willing to do 
drugs, the rest of us will contin¬ 
ue to be hurt or at the very least 
inconvenienced by their lack of 
ethics. ▼

ing conclusion he says, “I have 
made a commitment to relin¬ 
quish control only as a last 
resort...! want to live the rest of 
my life with an energy that 
ignites and irritates, bums and 
bubbles, soothes and inspires...” 

“Meteor” is one of the few 
writings in High Risk that actu¬ 
ally mentions AIDS. But any 
story that links sex with danger 
can be easily interpreted as an 
AIDS allegory. For example, 
Rupert Adley’s “Meet Murder, 
My Angel” tells the story of a 


rent boy who engages in a heavy 
bondage/humiliation scene with 
a client. While getting topped, 
the client begs to be killed, and 
the boy slashes his throat. This 
story seems to go more for 
shock value than catharsis. But 
what’s interesting is that while 
death fantasies don’t excite 
everyone, I’d wager that many 
gay and straight people have 
thought, during the act of fuck¬ 
ing, about the risk of dying 
because of it. In this sense, it 
becomes a story about any of us. 

Also writing about death, 
vocal artist Diamanda Galas 
gives us five short librettos 
about despair and the destme- 


tion of the body. Normally, song 
lyrics divorced from their music 
sound merely repetitive, and 
their lack of content starts to 
glare. But “Malediction,” “Let 
My People Go,” and others pos¬ 
sess an urgency that, once you 
begin reading, makes you want 
to finish them. Despite a certain 
morbidity, these are lively and 
defiant (dare we say) poems that 
voice anger about untimely 
demise. 

As in most anthologies, some 
of the work in High Risk 2 reads 
better than others - I certainly 
skipped through a couple. And 
none of these pieces will ever 
find their way into The Best 


American Short Stories for their 
flowery prose style. But the 
deliberately transgressive edge 
maintains a certain energy 
throughout that breaks away 
from the complacency often 
found even in gay literature and 
media. 

Ira Silverberg is a literary 
publicist, agent, and publisher. 
He is a contributing editor to the 
Portable Lower East Side, a 
quarterly literary journal out of 
Manhattan. Amy Scholder 
resides in San Francisco and is a 
hot young editor at City Lights 
Books. They both edit High 
Risk Books, a new imprint of 
the UK’s Serpent’s Tail. 


High Risk Books seems to 
specialize in setting to print 
voices that are both challenging 
and eloquent. Their list of cred¬ 
its includes June Jordan, Gary 
Indiana, and John Giomo. They 
also printed the first American 
paperback edition of To the 
Friend Who Did Not Save My 
Life by the late French author 
Herve Guibert. Check out the 
way cool cover designs by local 
artist Rex Ray.
